Linseed Oil Developments. 

A good deal of attention is being 
given to the Argentine situation. The 
past week was not so favorable for the 
best development of the crop. The 
The weather has turned colder and 
there were predictions of frost. At this 
ime such a change is unwelcome and 
much damage could be done were there 
n nexpected cold snap. The latest 
figures as to the exportable surplus are 


fo 10,000,000 bushels, but the export 
rat ll in the same unsetiled 
state There is no business going on 


either for spots or for the new crop. 
There is no freight room available, and, 
\ e to the point, hardly any 
essels re to be nad tor distant ship- 
ment. Tt is understood that the steam- 
ers now in operation are giving most of 
their space to the carrying of meats and 


other products to the allied countries 
‘ne te ly idvance in the price of 
eed in the Northwestern markets was 
lso a factor not expected to any great 
extent A natural reaction was looked 


for, considering the recent decline. The 
market seems to be in good hands for 
the time at least. There is no 
doubt but technically the position 
of the market is strong. Light receipts 
of flaxseed in the Northwest feature the 
trade, and much of the usual railroad 
space given to the movement of seed to 
primary centers has this year been 
taken away, forced by the great short- 
age of food cereals, for which the rail- 
roads are bending every effort to get 
through to the large terminal markets. 
The farmers would undoubtedly sell 
were it possible to ship, for present 
prices are certainly attractive. 
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CAN THE UNITED STATES CONTINUE 
TO SUPPLY THE WORLD WITH AN 
ADEQUATE AMOUNT OF MOTOR 
FUEL? SOME FACTS WHICH POINT 
TO THE AFFIRMATIVE. 





Given a continuation of the splendid co-operation 
of the petroleum refiners of the country with the 
Government; the conservation of the present sup- 
ply of gasoline or motor fuel through the elimina- 
tion of waste; the increased production of motor 
fuel through the employment of cracking processes, 
and the decline in exports to our Allies, because of 
freight and transportation difficulties, lack of tank- 
ers and of U-boat peril—and there should be no 
motor fuel famine. 

The warnings of the sub-committee on petroleum 
of the Council of National Defence, the public- 
spirited action of the chairman of that committee, 
Mr. Bedford, who at the same time is the president 
of the largest organization in the Standard Oil group, 
have had the effect of placing the industry as never 
before upon a basis of solidarity, even though it 
may be only “‘for the duration of the war. 


Two months ago—even four months ago—there 
were persistent reports emanating from official cir- 
cles at Washington, from the Navy Department 
and from the several departments and bureaus di- 
rectly associated with the provision of fuel oil and 
gasoline for Government use, that official steps 
would be taken to commandeer fuel oil and gaso- 
line. In fact, under the provisions of food control 
bill authority was vested in the President to take ac- 
tion along these lines never more than suggested pre- 
viously by the most radical advocate of government 
ownership and control of national natural facilities 
and sources of supply. 

The Federal Trade Commission has been in- 
vestigating production and distribution costs with a 
view to furnishing data upon which to base a sys- 
tem of price-establishment by the Government. _ Its 
first report was submitted to the President, and by 
him returned to the Commission for further consid- 
eration and for conference action by the refiners of 
the country who have been in special sittings with 
the Commission at Washington with a view to get- 
ting at what exact facts as to cost and cost factors 
could be collated. 

‘These discussions brought out one fact not gen- 
erally anticipated by the Federal authorities—al- 
though generally understood by the petroleum re- 
finers and producers of the country: 

Costs of production have been and are so 
qualified by the size of plant, the quality of 
the crude oil utilized, the method of distilla- 
tion or “cracking” employed, the price paid 
and the source from which crude oil was ob- 
tained, that it is next to impossible to agree 
upon any price for any of the products of 


petroleum which could prevail for any con- 
siderable length of time. 


There has been a general misunderstanding about 
what was contemplated by Congress under the food 
conservation bill, and what has been done by Fed- 
eral bodies respecting “‘price-fixing.”” Congress 
named fuel oil and natural gas as commodities af- 
fected by the price-fixing propaganda, and while it 
was generally misunderstood that all classes of oil 
that can be used as fuel were embraced under the 
original proposal, it is nevertheless a fact that the 
legislators who framed that section of the bill had 
in mind simply those grades of petroleum products 
distinctly categoried in trade usage as “fuel oil— 
these and nothing else. 


Congress was slow to take any action that might 
mitigate against the continued production of petro- 
leum, and President Wilson, through his return of 
the report of the Federal Trade Commission to that 
body, has shown himself equally opposed to action 
that might affect seriously the hazardous and spec- 
ulative business of crude oil production. Crude oil 
must be obtained. Every bureau of the Govern- 
ment at all touching upon this field of industry is at 
work today in promoting by every means in its 
power, by the employment of experts, by the dis- 
semination of scientific advice and through labora- 
tory investigation, the continued production of crude 
petroleum in quantities large enough to offset natural 
declines and unusual export demands. And what is 
being done in the field of crude oil production is 
as nothing compared with the weight of intelligent 
effort, within Federal circles and outside in the in- 
dustry, now being applied to the motor fuel problem. 

In the meantime the industry itself has arisen to 
its opportunities and its duties in such a manner as 
to render innocuous any threats of commandeering 
or sequestration. The talk of commandeering has 
died away— it should never have been started; the 
price-fixing bogie is being relegated to deserved limbo 
—and why: 

There is now little likelihood that any seri- 
ous attempt to fix the prices of petroleum prod- 
ucts by the government will be made. The oil 
industry has been so well conducted, and has 
made no attempt to profiteer through the needs 
of the Government, with the result that instead 
of there being cause for dissatisfaction with the 
efforts of the industry to meet the war situa- 
tion there is general commendation. 


When, as was the case at the meeting of the 
Western Refiners’ Association (independent) at 
Kansas City, the head of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, “‘laid his cards on the table’ 
and as a petroleum man, as chairman of the petro- 
leum sub-committee of the Council of National De- 
fence, and as president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of ‘New Jersey, appealed for the sinking of 
personal interest and personal advantage in one 
united, whole-hearted effort to meet the demands of 
the nation, a new epoch was born in the petroleum 
history of the United States. And his hearers, pro- 
duction and distribution rivals, though they were, 
and of many years’ duration, accepted his solution 
—as the Government must—and pledged their un- 
divided support to the new doctrine of united pro- 
ductive effort. 

There will be no general price-fixing—if any steps 
are to be taken in this direction they will be the 
result of mutual agreement as to prices that will 
prove satisfactory to producer and to the govern- 


ment alike.

GREATER PRODUCTION OF MOTOR 
FUEL ANOTHER FACTOR TO BE 
CONSIDERED. 





Given, as we have already shown, the substitu- 
tion of a spirit of general co-operation by producer 
and Government alike, for suspicion on the one hand 
and a natural rivalry on the other, the question of in- 
creased production of motor fuel resolves itself into 
one of mechanical and industrial perfection of 
method and quantity of output. It is admitted at the 
outset that the production of crude oil is dwindling. 
In fact the runs by the pipelines for the first six 
months of 1917 were 143,189,374 barrels, as com- 
pared with 296,076,266 barrels during the year 
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1916, a proportionate loss of approximately 5,- 
000,000 barrels for the six months period. And 
yet—and these figures are from the unprinted tabu- 
lation of the Bureau of Mines prepared for the use 
of the committees engaged in war preparedness work 
—the output of both gasoline and kerosene during 
the six months of 1917 shows a marked proportion- 
ate gain over the year 1916, as will be seen from 
the accompanying figures:

In other words, should the output of both gaso- 
line and kerosene for the year 1917 continue at the 
same ratio as during the first half of the year, the 
total production of gasoline would be 2,446,- 
759,798 gallons, or 388,436,960 gallons more 
than for the year 1916. And this does not in- 
clude the gasoline produced by compressors or ab- 
sorption plants, commonly spoken of as casinghead 
gas. It is interesting to note in this connection that 
the increase in the amount of gasoline marketed in 
1916 over that marketed in 1915 was but 182,- 
364,630 gallons, and that the estimated increase 
for 1917 based on the first six months’ production 
will be more than twice that amount! 

sannbaianllbiitiiciviness . 
A VIRTUALLY UNTRIED SOURCE OF 

—_ OF GALLONS OF MOTOR 





Dr. David T. Day, consulting petroleum expert 
of the Bureau of Mines, has been engaged for some 
time in an investigation of the possibilities of the oil 
shale deposits of this country as a source of crude 
oil and of motor fuel, and in his recent paper pre- 
sented before the Independent Oil Men's Associa- 
tion convention at Chicago he emphasized the enor- 
mous shale beds of this country as possessing an al- 
most inexhaustible supply of crude oil. In the basin 
of Colorado and Utah alone—and this estimate is 
based upon the most careful investigation by govern- 
ment experts—there is at present eight times as much 
oil as in all the oilfields of this country put together. 


And these are by no means the only oii shale 
beds in this country—western Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Nevada, Texas, Oklahoma, and the 
Pacific Coast are rich in deposits of oil shale, guaran- 
teeing a supply of oil for even the distant future 
and providing for increases over the present consump- 
tion of petroleum products. 


It may be asked why advantage has not been 
taken of these deposits before this, yet the answer 
to this question is a simple one. There is no difh- 
culty in extracting the oil. The process has been 
employed with increasing success in Scotland for 
many years and the oil shale beds of the Caledo- 
nians have proved of inestimable value to Great Brit- 
ain during this period of war. 


There are two principal reasons why the Ameri- 
can oil man has not turned to shale, and the prin- 
cipal one is that heretofore there has been no real 
reason why he should. There has been a plentiful 
supply of crude petroleum for ordinary demands 
and for ordinary increases in demand up till the 
world war cataclysm, and oil shale exploitation re- 
quires a considerabe investment when compared with 
the small outlay necessary in shallow sand drilling. 
Then, too, it is a new line of industry in the United 
States, and until some new demand emphasizes the 
necessity for embarking along new lines—just as 
the dye industry of this country had its birth in the 
dye famine following the world trade embargo of 
1914-191 7—there was a natural hesitancy about 
entering into a new field. 

With the stimulus to production of high prices 
and world demand, and with a shortage of supply 
of approximately 30,000,000 barrels this year— 
President A. C. Bedford states that we will re- 
quire 330,000,000 barrels of oil with only 300,- 
000,000 barrels in sight—the possibilities of shale 
oil production will not be overlooked—cannot be. 
In fact, recent experiments in the fields of the West 
show that the supply is simply waiting to be tapped. 

a od 


Such is the petroleum situation today in its many 
angles. Increased production of motor fuel through 
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improved processes—and by processes as yet little 
known but which experiments show are turning out 
between 40 and 50 per cent. motor fuel to the bar- 
rel of crude oil; rapid expansion of the casing- 
head gas industry—all these are getting larger re- 
turns in fuel than were ever derived before from crude 
petroleum. 

And when the tide of output of the crude has 
turned, when the fields of Pennsylvania are dwin- 
dling, and when the high grade gasoline oils are be- 
coming more and more scare, then the experts of the 
government bring to the attention of the nation the 
vast deposits of crude oil in another strata, although 
one familiar in the old world, with the promise and 
the guarantee that in the shale beds of the West 
and even in the semi-exhausted oilfields of Penn- 
sylvania lie billions of gallons of petroleum. 

Famine! Shortage! No—merely another and 
a greater opportunity for American enterprise, 
American investment and American utilization, with 
the added lessons in conservation of national re- 
source; unlearned and unheeded prior to the world 
war. 
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ALCOHOL PROVISIONS OF THE REV- 
ENUE BILL STILL FURTHER COM- 
PLICATED BY TREASURY DECISION. 





There are two separate divisions of the war 
revenue law as applying to the use of alcohol in the 
manufacture of medicines, etc., and the payment 
of a tax upon such distilled spirits in stock in the 
hands of manufacturers of such commodities. The 
first provision is section 303 which reads:— 

Section 303.—That upon all distilled spirits 
produced in or imported into the United States 
upon which the tax now imposed by law has 
been paid, and which, on the day this act is 
passed, are held by a retailer in a quantity in 
excess of 50 gallons in the aggregate, or by 
any other person, corporation, partnership or 
association in any quantity, and which are in- 
tended for sale, there shall be levied, assessed, 
col.ected and paid a tax of $1.10 (or if in- 
tended for sale for beverage purposes or for 
use in the manufacture or production of any 

artice used or intended for use az a beverage, a 

tax of $2.10) on each proof gallon. 

Under this section the question has arisen as to 
whether or not the manufacturer of such medicinal 
preparations, perfumes, extracts, etc., as require 
the use of distilled spirits shall be forced to pay a 
tax of $1.10 a gallon upon such spirits in stock on 
October 3—the day the law went into effect—some 
taking the ground that no tax should be levied if such 
spirits were already compounded and in course of 
manufacture as another commodity, while others 
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hold that such spirits are taxable directly under the 
law. 

The Reporter on October 15 quoted the Treasury 
Department to the effect that an official appeal to the 
Department citing a specific case would be neces- 
sary before such a decision could be rendered, al- 
though the preponderance of opinion, including that 
of Secretary Holliday of the N. W. D. A. who 
visited Washington to obtain an opinion on the 
subject, was that the tax would be collected on all 
such spirits held by manufacturers. 

An interesting sidelight on the situation was given 
the past week by a decision rendered by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, Treasury Department. 
in regard to similar questions arising under the war 
revenue act of October 3, although unfortunately 
for clarity’s sake the decision, while apparently 
applying to section 303—as quoted—was made to 
apply to sections 600, 601 and 602 of the same law 
which stipulate the amount of war excise taxes to 
be collected upon various commodities. Paragraphs 
G and H of this section relate to the tax of two per 
cent. upon the price at which perfumes, essences, ex- 
tracts, pills, potions, powders, tinctures (perfumes 
and medicinal preparations), shall be sold, without 
mentioning distilled spirits, and yet in the decision 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue of October 
23, 1917 (T. D. 2547), the following language 
appears :— 

Floor tax-sections 600, 601 and 602—(1) 
Alcohol held on October 3, 1917, by manufac- 
turers of proprietary medicines for use in manu- 
facture as an ingredient in the manufacture of 
medicines is subject to the floor tax, unless 
on the day the act took effect it was in process 
of manufacture and had been rendered unfit 
for beverage purposes. 

Despite the apparent confusion of sections, the 
precedent thus established would seem, unless further 
rulings by the Department abrogate the decision 
just quoted, to make all such alcohol or distilled 
spirits in the hands of manufacturers on October 3— 
if in its original condition—subject to the excess tax 
on distilled spirits, just as the law was originally 
interpreted by the Reporter and by internal revenue 
collectors in Philadelphia and St. Louis, as cited in 
these coumns on October 3.

THE RELATION OF PIG LEAD AND PIG- 
MENTS IN WAR-TIME MARKETS AS 
SHOWN BY PRICE FLUCTUATIONS 
SINCE AUGUST, 1914. 





There has been an easing in prices in both the 
pig lead and pigment markets, with the exception 
of orange mineral, which gives indication of the 
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lack of permanent stability in this market, which has 
been marked by unusually high prices—on an as- 
cending scale for months—since the outbreak of 
the war. 

While the price of pig lead was cut to 51% cents 
a pound on Wednesday last, at the time of going 
to press it had grown firmer with 534 cents a pound 
bid for spot, with the interesting sidelight that the 
factor which had cut the price to 51% cents had 
withdrawn entirely from the market. 

A week ago Friday the drop to 61% cents in 
pig lead was met by the pigment producers, but 
up to Saturday noon of this week no change in 
the pigment quotations was in evidence. 

As an indication of the relation’ between the 
quotations for the basic metal and the pigments dur- 
ing the uncertain market days following the initial 
declaration of war by the United States—with its 
enormously increased demands for pig lead for muni- 
tions purposes—the following table of prices for 
both the metal and the pigments will be found of 
interest. To make the comparison more complete 
the quotations since August, 1914, are included in

NEW NARCOTIC RULES. 


State Board of Health Prescribes 
Regulations Governing Local 
Boards of Health. 


, Albany, Oct. 26, 1917. 

Final instructions under the habit- 
rining dru law are now being sent 
irouehout the State by Health Commis- 
vier Herman H. Briggs.

HUNT FOR FERTILIZERS. 





Need of Conservation of Phosphorus 
and Potassium Shown in New 


Brochure. 


Washington, Oct. 26, 1917. 

A practical discussion of the Cc 
of fertilizers, and the need of Reteaen 
tion of food and greater crop production 
is contained in a publication just issued 
by the United States National Museum, 
Fertilizers, an Interpretation of the Sit. 
uation in the United States,” by Joseph 
E. Pogue, of the Division of Mineral 
Technology. The author points out what 
raw materials are available in this coun- 
try and how they may best be recovered 
and manufactured, and shows definitely 
what attitude should be adopted by the 
government toward the new fertilizer in- 
dustries growing out of conditions caused 
by the war. Dr. Pogue explains the 
theories of soil formation and of plant 
growth, and points out that the best 
progress in the fertilizer field will come 
through enlisted co-operation between 
the fertilizer industries, the government 
and the consumers, 

The soil does two things:—It forms a 
mechanical medium for supporting and 
protecting the growing plant, and it sup- 
plies the plant with some of the chemical 
material to be built into its structure. 
In the normal course of events plants 
spring up, live their course, and die, 
giving back to the soil the elements em- 
ployed in their life cycle. But where 
plants are removed artificially, the bal- 
ance is destroyed and unless the neces- 
sary chemical elements are returned to 
the soil in some form, it is soon rendered 
unfit for further cultivation. 

By long experience it has been learned 
that those elements of which the soil is 
most quickly depleted and phosphorus 
and potassium. 

The fertilizer industry, therefore, is at 
present chietly concerned with securing 
an adequate supply of the raw material 
of these two substances. 

In concluding hts interpretation of the 
fertilizer situation, the author states that 
the responsibilities of the government in 
this respect have not yet been realized. 
Solutions of the vroblems should grow 
out of a policy of anticipation; not out 
ot a lagging accommodation to passing 
conditions. One of the most pressing 
problems is to gradually and normally 
stimulate the development of domestic 
sources of supply, not only that a repe- 
tition of the present situation will be 
impossible, but also that a more exten- 
sive peace-time production will be the 
outgrowth.

First Official Forecast of India’s New 


Sesame Crop. 


The first official forecast of India’s 
sesame crop for 1917-18 has been pub- 
lished. It is based on reports received 
from eight provinces, which contain on 
an average 77 per cent. of the entire 
area under sesame in_ British India. 
Estimates for the United Provinces and 
for the late crops of Bengal and Bihar 
and Orissa are excluded from the calcu- 
lations. 

The total area so far reported amounts 
to 1,877,000 acres, as against 1,805,000 
acres (revised figures) for the same 
tracts at the corresponding date last 
year, or an increase of 4 per cent. Sow- 
ing operations were hindered by ex- 
cessive and continuous rain in parts of 


the Central Provinces and by deficient 
rainfall in parts of Madras, Bombay, 
and Bengal. With these exceptions, 


climatic conditions at sowing time were 
favorable and the outlook is generally 
reported to be good.

CHINA WOOD AND SOYA BEAN RULE HELD 
NOT JUSTIFIABLE AND CANCELLED BY I. C. C. 


Washington, Oct. 26, 1917. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has rendered a decision in respect to 
vegetable oils transportations in which 
they hold that the proposed rule re- 
quiring shipments of China wood oil 
and sova bean oil in wooden packages, 
in carloads to be in Iced refrigerator 
cars, during the period from April 1 to 
October 31 each year, and requiring the 
shipper to deliver to the carrier a sworn 
weigher’s certificate with each shipment, 
is not justified and they require that the 
suspended tariffs shall be cancelled. 

The Commission, in its report on this 
case, says:— 


By tariffs filed to take effect October 1, 1916, 
respondents proposed to establish tn connection 
with the transportation in trunk line territory, 
under official classification ratings, of China 
wood and soya bean ofls, among others, in 
— packages, in carloads, the following 
rule:— 


Note.—Shipments may be loaded in box 
cars or !n refrigerator cafs without tce dur- 
ing the perlod November 1 to March 31, 
both inclusive, of each year. 

During the period April 1 to October 31. 
both {nclusive, of each year, shipments will 
not be accepted unless tendered for trans- 
portation In iced refrigerator cars, the ex- 
pense of Icing to be horne bv shinner. 

No shipments of these oils will be ac- 
cepted at anv time unless accomnanted by a 
sworn weigher’s certificate, produced or 
paid for by the shipper. 


Upon protest of the National Varnish Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, in so far as they con~ 
cerned the two olls mentioned, the schedules 
were suspended, and subsequently the effective 
date was voluntarily postponed by respondents 
until November 29, 1917. The tariffs also in- 
cluded peanut, olive, coconut, copra, palm and 
palm kernel oils, as to which no protest wits 
filed, and to that extent the tariffs were per- 
mitted to become effective. 

China wood oll and soya bean ofl are !m- 
ported from China and Japan. Shipments are 
made from the ports of entry principally dur- 
Ing the summer and fall months. Importations 
are in wooden barrels, about 25 per cent. of the 
shipments heing transferred to tanks at the 
ports, and the remainder going forward in bar- 
rels. Tlpon arrival at the ports that of] which 
moves beyond tn barrels remains tn the original 
package, unless the package is damaged, In 
which event it 1s recoopyered or a new con- 
tainer {gs provided. At present all such olls 
arrive In the United States through the Pacific 
ports, although formerly shipments were made 
through Atlantic ports. 

Respondents represent that summer heat ex- 
pands the volume and reduces the viscosity of 
the oils, causing unavoldable loss and damage 
on shipments !n wooden containers, for which 
they are called upon to pay, and which the re- 
frigeration proposed In the suspended tariffs 
would prevent or greatly lessen. 

While the evidence discloses that claims for 
loss and damage are not infrequent, the record 
strongly suggests that they may or do result 
in a large measure, if not wholly, from defec- 
tive cooperage, rough handling and !mproper 
loading. Considering the evidence of two chem- 
ists, opposing witnesses, we do not find it to 
have been established that at summer heat 
either of the oils in question will, through 
expansion and thinning, force {ts way from 
well-conditioned barrels. 

Unquestionably, actual leakage would be 
greater when the ofl is heated than when not: 
but it does not sufficiently appear that a good 
barrel, so filled as to allow for expansion, 
properly stowed for shipment ifn a suitable car, 
and transported with ordinary care and in rea- 
sonable time, {s not a safe container for ship- 
ping such oils; nor does it appear that ship- 
ments so made require refrigeration. 

No evidence was offered seeking or tending 
to show the reasonableness of the Increased 
charges which the shipper would fneur were 
the suspended tariffs to become effective. Not 
only would the expense of icing be added, but 
a witness for respondents admitted that, with 
the existing minimum of 80,000 pounds, the 
{nadequate capacity of refrigerator cars, and 
the exception of refrigerated shipments from 
the “follow lot’ rule of the official classifica- 


tion, less than carload rates would be charge- 
able on portions of shipments that otherwise 
would take carload rates; and, by the same 
token, carload rates would as often be assessed 
at a minimum weight in excess of the actual 
loading. 

Upon all the facts of record, we find that re- 
spondents have failed to justify the proposed - 
requirement that such shipments be trants- 
ported, during the months named, In iced re- 
frigerator cars. There is, of course, nothing 
in this finding to prevent carriers, for their 
protection, from declining to accept shipments 
in defective or unsuitable barrels. . 

While the suspended provision relating to fur- 
nishing sworn weight certificates was intended 
principally to meet conditions applicable to im- 
port shipments at New York, N. Y., it fg not 
so limited, and would apply on shipments 
brought to New York from the Pacific ports, 
there stored, and later reshipped.

JAPANESE VEGETABLE 
WAX. 


Output for Export Has Increased 
Greatly—How It Is Made. 


An industry of Japan which has made 
remarkable progress in recent years is 
that concerned with the extraction of 
vegetable wax, which is coming into 
greater demand on foreign markets. The 
output has been gradually increasing, 
and now stands in the neighborhood of 


1,700,000 yen, or about $850,000 per year. 
The work of extraction is being or- 
ganized on a larger scale. 

The principal regions of production 
are in the Island of Kyushu, especially 
around the city of Fukuoka, which ac- 
counts for nearly half of the total] out- 
put. The product is used abroad prin- 
cipally in the manufacture of polishes, 
pomade and soaps, and in _ dressing 
leather. 

Most of this vegetable wax is derived 
from the fruit kernels of a tree peculiar 
to Japan, which begins to fruit at about 
15 years, and sometimes bears heavily 
when it is over 100 years old. It reaches 
a height of 20. to 25 feet, and produces 
from 30 to 150 pounds of nuts annually. 
The best wax is made from nuts that 
have been kept over the winter, and 
generally speaking, the quality of the 
product improves with the age of the 
nut. The wax is extracted by crushing 
and steaming the nuts, and then sub- 
jecting the mass to pressure. A second 
wax is secured by repressing. One work- 
man can handle about 150 pounds of raw 
mass in a day, and this produces about 
16 pounds of wax. 

The crude wax, which solidifies at 50 
degrees, is cast into round moulds of 
a little more than a pound each. It is 
next refined, the process used being a 
traditional one and peculiar to Japan. It 
is mixed with wood or charcoal, ash 
and water, thoroughly boiled, and drop- 
ped into cold water, so as to form what 
are called wax flowers. These are taken 
out and exposed to the sun for about 
twenty days, when the process of boil- 
ing, making the flowers, and sunning is 
repeated. The wax is then boiled a 
third time, and the best quality taken 
off the top while it is in a molten con- 
dition. Recently improved methods have 
begun to come into use, and the crude 
ye is treated with an alkaline solu- 

on. 

The most important foreign consumers 
of this product are the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Hong Kong, 
followed by various other countries of 
the Orient and Europe, 
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ALCOHOLIC MEDICINAL PREPARATIONS 
REQUIRING PAYMENT OF SPECIAL TAX 





New List Issued by Treasury Department Superseding That 
Previously in Force—Special Tax on Beef, Iron 
and Wine. 


Washington, Oct. 19, 1917. 
The accompanying list of alcoholic 
medicinal preparations which have been 
examined by the office of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, Treasury 


Department, and held to be insufficiently 
medicated to render them unfit for use 
as a beverage is published for the in- 


formation of all concerned. 

Special tax will be required for the 
sale of any of the preparations herein 
named, even though such sales are for 
medicinal use. The liabilities of dealers 
for sales for medicinal use of any of 
the preparations marked with an as- 
terisk (*) will, however, be held to date 
from and after January 1, 1918. 


The names of most of the preparations 
heretofore given on the various lists 
. which have been published will be found 
included in this list, the only exceptions 
being those the manufacturers of which 
have revised their formulas to meet the 
requirements of this office or which are 
no longer on the market. Special tax 
should not, therefore, be required for 
the sale for medicinal use of any alleged 
medicinal compound not on this list un- 


til this office has been communicated 
with and specific instructions received. 
The preceding paragraph does not, 
however, apply to the class of com- 
pounds usually described by the term 
“cocktail bitters,’ which are suitable 


for and usually used as beverages. 

It having been found in various in- 
stances that there are several prepara- 
tions of the same name on the market, 
the names of the manufacturers of the 
preparations examined by this office are 
here given, and it should be understood 
that only the preparations as com- 
pounded by the manufacturer whose 
name is given are embraced in this list. 

Special tax will be required for the 
manufacture and sale of beef, wine, and 
iron, unless it contains at least the per- 
centage of beef and iron given in the 
formula on page 1821 of the nineteenth 
edition of the United States Dispensa- 
tory, or is otherwise sufficiently medi- 
cated to be unsuitable for use as a 
beverage. Special tax will also be re- 
quired for the sale of compounds ordi- 
narily sold under the name of rock, rye 


and glycerin, and ginger brandy. 
Collectors and revenue agents should 
continue to secure and forward to this 


office samples of preparations which 
they have reason to believe are or may 
be used as a beverage.

TINCTURE OF IODINE. 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 


Permits Use of Alcohol in Making 
Half Strength Tincture. 


Washington, Oct. 26, 1917. 

Daniel C. Roper, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, has informed a corre- 
spondent who desires tu use formula 25 
in the manufacture of a 4 per cent. tinc- 
ture of iodine without the addition of 
iodide of potassium, as follows:— 

“You are advised that it is realized that 
there is a considerable demand from the 
legitimate medical profession for halt 
strength tincture of iodine, which per- 
haps may be better adapted to use as an 
external antiseptic than the U. §. P. 
tincture, full strength, with the iodide of 
potassium added. This office will, there- 
fore assent to the use of alcohol dena- 
tured in conformity with formula % in 
the manufacture of a 8% per cent. tinc- 
ture of iodine without the addition of 
potassium iodide. It is believed that this 
will meet all legitimate demands of the 
trade, and it is impracticable and unde- 
sirable from an administrative viewpoint 
to authorize the use of alcohol denatured 
with this formula in all varying strengths 
to meet the views of possible purchasers. 

“It will be understood that in the man- 
ufacture of a one-half strength tincture 
of iodine without iodide of potassium 
from alcohol denatured with formula 25, 
it will be necessary to add more of the 
element iodine to bring the same in con- 
formity with these instructions. It will 
also be borne in mind that from an ad- 
ministrative viewpoint it would be ill ad- 





tirely or principally of one or more of 
the component parts of each and every 
alcoholic medicinal compound which may 
be manufactured under. the U. S. P. 
standard or otherwise. It is obvious that 
if such course were adopted the multi- 
plicity of such formulas would eventually 
interfere very materially with the ad- 
ministration of the law.”’

being engaged in the production of lin- 
seed, sunflower seed, mustard seed, cot- 
tonseed, hemp seed, and other oils. 
These representatives embrace about 99 
per cent. of the total production of vege- 
table oils in Russia. 

The president of the society, Ph. V. 
Shumoff, gave a report on the position of 
the oilseed crushing industry in con- 
nection with the introduction of firm 
prices for the goods produced. Informa- 
tion on the condition of the harvest of 
oil seeds in the current year in all the 
principal regions was unsatisfactory. The 
drought that took place in April, May, 
and partly in June, was dé structive to 
the sowings of all kinds of oil plants. 
In consequence of this the harvest of 
seed at the best will be below the aver- 
age. The bad harvest of seed, on the 
one hand, and then the serious scarcity 
of fuel, the disorganization of transport, 
the searcity and difficulty in obtaining 
other materials, and the abnormal rise in 
the cost of labor, cn th2 other, produced 
a critical situation for the seed-oil in- 
dustry, threatening the stoppage of the 
factories. 


Some Factories Close. 


Some factories, as a consequence of 
these causes and the want of seed, have 
a’ready stopped production. In order to 
provide a supply of seed for the factories, 
the oil crushers have been obliged to pay 


higher prices; as with fixed prices the 
peasant prefers to retain the seed, or 
and sell the 


work it on a peasant basis, 3 
oil at his own price. Thus fixed prices 
for seed practically do not exist. This 
situation has caused a resurrection of old 
and the rise of new small peasant fac- 
tories that are not subject either to ac- 
counts or control. Meantime these peas- 
ant factories, working by primitive meth- 
ods, express a considerably less quantity 
of oil than would be taken in a properly 
equipped factory, and they take up a@ con- 
siderable quantity of seed. These peas- 
ant factories, selling the oil at their own 
prices, are able to pay considerably higher 
figures for the seed than the normal, 
and thus deprive the large factories of 
the necessary raw material. Therefore, 
well organized factories not receiving 
sufficient seed, have to supply the market 
with a smaller quantity of oil than in

Resolutions Protect Standardization. 


After an exchange of views on this 
report, the following resolution was 
adopted :— 

The Pan-Russian Congress of seed-oil 
manufacturers, considering the facts, ex- 
posed in the report, protests against the 


standardizing of the prices for fats, for it 
expects from th's measure only injurious 
results both for the producing concerns and 
for the consumer. In case of disagreement 
of the Ministry of Supplies with the above- 
Stited resolution. the Pan-Russian Congress 
of seed-oil manufacturerg considers it neces- 
Sary to point out that the proper solution 
of the question of the standardizing of prices 
and the distribution of vegetable oi!s, both 
for the procucers and for industrial pur- 
poses, is possible only on condition of the 
intreduction of a monopoly by the govern- 
ment of both seed and oll, with the estab- 
Jishment of real accounts and control for the 
peasant factories, As such a tneasure can 
hardly be introcuced at the moment, and 
would cause serious complaints by the mass 
of the peasants, the congress proposes that 
if the Minister of Supplies still purposes 
carrying through the experiment of  stand- 
ardizing fats it should undertake the respon- 


sibility of supplying the of] factories at 
fixed prices both with oil seeds and with 
fuel, as well as with the necesSary ma- 
terials; and also standardize labor: for in 
contrary case no regular account can be 
kept, and without that it is impossible to 
impose firm prices. Besides this, it is neces- 
sary, before establishing fixed prices, to 
have regular and exact statistics, not of 


only, but also of the 
quantity of oil sced harvested; for the 
Standardizing of fats should be preceded 
by the standardizing of seeds, In estimating 
of seeds, in estimating whicn it would be 
necessary to observe the most scrupulous 
care, as by establishing too low a price 
for seeds compared with the prices for 
other products of agriculture, the area 
sown would be reduced and, as a _ conse- 
quence, the quantity of fat would also de- 
cline. a 


Must Decide at Once. 


Further, the congress expressed the 
wish that the Ministry of Supplies, hav- 
ing decided to adopt standardization, 
should have the assistance of representa- 
tives of the seed and oil industries, and 
also representatives of the consumers in 
the person of the various sections of the 
population and industry that work up 
fats. Again, the congress considered it 
necessary to observe that the question 
of standardizing should be decided as 
soon as possible, as seed of the new 
harvest will be on the market on August 
15, o.s., and, with an uncertain posi- 
tion, the manufacturers will be obliged to 
abstain from buying seeds, which would 
amount to the stoppage of the factories, 
for a late preparation of seed, owing to 
the imposibility of using the waterways,

REFINERS SEEK FUEL. 


C. D. Chamberlain Heads Petroleum 
Delegation on Appeal to Fuel 


Administration. 

Washington, Oct. 26, 1917. 
Chamberlain, of Cleve!and, Ohio, 
general counsel of the National Pe- 
troleum Association, accompanied by a 
delegation representing the membership 
of that association, came to Washington 
during the present week and called at 
the Fuel Administration to complain 
that they could not get sufficient coal 
to run their refineries and declared that 
unless something is done to assist in 
obtaining fuel they were threatened with 
the necessity of closing down. 

They were assured that the Fuel Ad- 
ministration was in hearty sympathy 
with them and the officials took the 
steps customary in such cases to pro- 
mote the success of the refiners. This 
consisted of telegraphing the coal com- 
panies, urging that everything possible 
be done to increase the coal deliveries 
to the refineries which come under the 
head of industries that should be taken 
care of in the work of winning the war.

The discussion was confined to the 
making™ of an oral statement by Mr.

MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Oct. 24, 1917. 


Apparently the crushers are not very 
keen after the seed offerings in the local 
market, but whatever flax appears is 
absorbed during the day’s session. Buy- 
ers go about their business quietly and 
do what selecting they can, and later 
take care of the balance of the receipts. 
No large amount of seed is offered on 
Spot as some of the shippers continue 
to divert their consignments to storage 
or apply them on old sales made on the 
to arrive basis. Most of the crushers are 
in the market now and none of them are 
getting enough seed to take care of nor- 
mal wants for this time of the year. 
During the past week receipts at Minne- 
apolis and Duluth totaled but 300,000 
bushels, compared with a total of over 
a million bushels received a year ago. 
The rapid decline in prices effectually 
stopped the movement from farms and 
even the limited wants of the crushers 
oe probably be unfilled in the near fu- 


Besides the holding of the farmers there 
is the holding of elevator companies 
to consider. bk’armer elevater companies 
generally refuse to hedge their purchases 
and Many of them are in possession of 
some very high priced flax that they nat- 
urally hate to dispose of at the present 
level. In fact the small movement of 
seed from farmers made it impossible 
to hedge purchases readily. An ordi- 
nary country shipper did not take in 
enough seed during a day’s operations 
to permit of hedging a unit of 1,000 bush- 
els. Some of them sold small lots to 
arrive as a hedge, but if these lots were 
too small it was hard to find a buyer. 
In the case of one company operating 
® elevators the day’s receipts for the 
entire line totaled but 200 bushels, while 
another company operating 200 houses 
took in but 3,000 bushels during a day's 
trading. 

Offerings to arrive indicate the holding 
proclivities of the producer. Practically 
nothing was offered on that basis during 
the past week. Fair sized lots from 
certain sections were in good demana, 
but small lots from sections raising a 
—_ quality of seed went begging as a 
rule, 

To top off the unusually poor year in 
the matter of flax production the farmers 
heglected to attend to their threshing 
because they were anxious to take care 
of their fall plowing, and an unexpected 
snowstorm threatens to do considerable 
damage to shocked flax. The warmer 
weather that developed to-day may alle- 
viate the situation to a considerable de- 
gree, but if the weather remains cool 
enough to allow the snow to hang on, it 
is doubtful whether mamy of the farmers 
will go to the trouble to thresh out their 
stocks for the meager returns they ex- 
pect. Precipitation was not so heavy in 
Minnesota or South Dakota, but in North 
Dakota the fall was heavy, totaling six 
inches over a wide area. 

The immediate situation in cash flax 
is strong, and the rally in the futures 
was due to the extremely light offerings 
from the country, coupled with demand 
for the nearby futures. This demand 
was encouraged by the reports of exceed- 
ingly light marketing by the farmers 
and the expectations of a practical ces- 
sation of the movement to terminals in 
the near future. Elevator stocks locally 
gained 20,000 bushels in the week, and at 
Duluth the gain totaled 65,000 bushels. 
Inasmuch as most of the crushing com- 
panies have both Western and Eastern 
mills, it is very likely that the Duluth 
supply of seed will come to Minneapolis 
mills. A good deal depends on the move- 
ment of old crop Argentine seed, a large 
supply of which is in transit. This seed 
is cheap and easily delivered from the 
seaboard. Lake tonnage is scarce too, 
and the general situation favors the use 
of Duluth seed for Minneapolis crush- 
ing. As yet there is no pinch here, and 
until it does develop there will be no 
shifting of suppiies in this direction. 

The only concern locally is regarding 
the near future of the flax supply situa- 
tion. Crushers are not doing a great 
deal of oil business for prompt move- 
ment, and, this being the case, they are 
not in need of any large supply of seed. 
The car situation is such that the. move- 
ment of cil from this section will un- 
doubtedly be restricted to a greater de- 
gree than ever before. Under the cir- 
cumstances there is no feverish desire 
to pile up a store of raw material in 
local elevators. During the past week 
must of the Minneapolis crushers re- 
duced their crushing capacity, partly be- 
cause of the dearth of cars that could 
be obtained for the shipment of oil and 
meal. There is no improvement expect- 
ed as far as transportation facilities are 
concerned, and perhaps it is just as well 
that the farmers did not rush their sup- 
plies to market and tie up a lot of 
money in stored supplies. The fact that 
elevator stocks gained in total even 
though the movement from the interior 
was very meager during the week is 
some indication that there is no keen 
need of supplies at the present time. 

In the main the crushers are waiting 
for Argentine developments. They are 
basing their oil quotations for future de- 
livery on hedges of Argentine cash seed, 
and their ideas of the old crop supply 
of seed in the South American country 
are being revised. Offerings of these 
supplies have been much heavier than 
expected, and, according to local views, 
the international situation in the flax 
market has now reached a very favor- 
able position. ‘This accounts for their 
indifference toward domestic offerings at 
high prices and the sharp break in 
prices in this country. The only unfa- 
vorable feature to the situation as far 
as local crushers are concerned is that 
the decline was altogether too abrupt to 
suit the producers, and the holding back 
of domestic supplies may be decided 
enough to bring about a temporary pinch 
of supplies, which, if transportation de- 





velopments favor the free movement of 
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Western Seed and Ol | 


oil and meal, will mean some restric- 
tion in Operating. 

The decline in prices was so abrupt 
and so drastic that it is a foregone con- 
clusion that the acreage planted to seed 
next spring will be smailer. Taken as a 
whole, the production of fiax in the 
Northwest during the past few years has 
not been glowingly successful as far as 
per acre returns have been concerned, 
and when low prices come with a light 
crop the farmers will give their attention 
to other grains. Present reports from 
the imterior indicate that producers will 
SOW a record-breaking acreage to rye 
this year. Fall plowing has never been 
So extensive as it was this year, but, in 
view of general circumstances, it is very 
doubtful whether this fact will develop 
any increase in the flaxseed acreage next 
spring. Financial returns on flax at 
present prices are ample to offer induce- 
ment for production, but the readiness 
with which flaxseed has succumbed to 
adverse weather conditions in the past 
tew years is an angle to the situation 
that th average farmer will give con- 
siderable thought before sowing grain. 

There was no improvement in the 
quality of seed during the past week. 
Lhe bulk of the movement came from 
Southerly territory, and buyers could not 
find any important quantity of Northern 
grown seed. Few of the cars of North- 
ern grown seed have shown excellent 
Quality so far, and crushers have re- 
signed themselves to the situation now. 
A low oil and high by-product yield may 
be a tavorable development, though that 
is not assured. 

LINSEED OIL. 

The demand for spot oil is still narrow 
and featureless Buyers are taking 
small lots right along, but there is no 
pressing demand from any section and 
few of the buyers seem to be in urgent 
need of supplies. Shipping directions on 
maturing contracts are usually prompt, 
more prompt than the crushers can 
make use of because of the car situation. 
The movement in the past few days 
dropped oft sharply until today, when a 
total of 91,199 pounds were shipped. It is 
not often such a low total is recorded 
in daily tigures of shipments and the car 
Situation is responsible in the present 
case. Tank cars are in fair supply with 
Sume crushers and in very poor supply 
with others. Shipments of barreled lots 
are very light on account of the scarcity 
of box cars. During the past season the 
crushers had to resort to the use of stock 
cars in the delivery of oil, and this year 
they wili probably be glad to get stock 
cars. 

Operations of mills are light and proba- 
bly will be lighter. All depends on the 
ability of the crushers to get cars to ship 
oil and to get supplies of flaxseed from 
the Northwest. Oil stocks are fair and 
during the past week were added to be- 
cause of the light shipments. The oil is 
on hand to deliver on maturing contracts, 
but the buyers will probably be subjected 
to delay in getting supplies because the 
cars cannot be obtained to make ship- 
ment. At least, that is what is indicated 
at present. 

The ability of the Eastern crushers to 
import flaxseed supplies from Argentina 
while Western crushers are handicapped 
by the lack of movement of domestic 
supplies is more than likely to result in 
an unfavorable situation for local op- 
erations this season. 

There is a fairly good demand for far 
deferred oil at prices quoted, Spot oil is 
quoted at $1.0@1.06 today, though it did 
sell as low as $1.03 during the week, A 
sharp rally in the futures caused the 
advance of several cents in oil. Oil for 
shipment after the first of the year is 
quoted at a cent less, while oil for ship- 
ment from May to October is quoted at 
8@9c. less. These low prices are quoted 
on the basis of Argentine seed supplies. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL 


The meal situation is unchanged. Buy- 
ers seem to be interested in supplies for 
quick and nearby delivery and are pay- 
ing fairly firm prices for such shipment. 
In fact some of the crushers are able to 
sell more stuff for immediate shipment 
than they feel they can turn out or get 
ears for. Shipping directions on matur- 
ing orders are prompt and the high price 
of corn and oats through the country 
districts is helping to keep up the de- 
mand for meal. Mealfeed rices are 
holding firm and offerings of millfeed are 
very light at present because the millers 
sold their October output earlier in the 
season. Their operations are being 
handicapped by lack of cars to take 
eare of flour turned out, and for practi- 
cally a week they were restricted to # 
per cent. of capacity by orders of the 
milling division of the Food Administra- 
tion. All factors in the feeding trade 
favor the meal situation at present, and 
prices are holding well. If the crushers 
could get cars to make deliveries they 
would be able to do a fairly good business 
for shipment in the immediate future. 

There is some demand for deferred 
meal reported, sales for shipment during 
January and February being booked at 
about a dollar a ton under the spot quo- 
tations. Some of the crushers are very 
conservative in making these contracts 
because of conditions that threaten their 
operations during the next month or so. 
Mixed car feed dealers are willing con- 
tractors for a speedy supply of meal for 
winter and early spring shipment, but 
they are unable to book orders for large 
amounts at prices they are willing to 
pay.

DULUTH. 


Duluth, Minn., Oct. 24, 1917. 

The bulge which took place on the Du- 
luth flax market today was a false one, 
so far as actual market regulations are 
concerned, It was merely the result of 
certain traders being crowded for sup- 
plies to deliver on contract, and with 
slow receipts coming in. The general 
market conditions are far more bearish 
than the local condition would lead one 
to believe. It is a fact that crushers are 
taking no interest in the market here 
and had nothing to do with the bulge of 
today; and they assert that they can lay 
down Argentina flax in New York at 
50 cents a bushel cheaper than they can 
from here, at present Duluth prices. 
Minneapolis helps keep the price up also, 
for the crushers there are bidding high, 


in view of the lack of receipts of the 
new crop. 

Receipts are very slow. A year ago 
today flax receipts at Duluth amounted 
to 89 cars; today the receipts amounted 
to 10 cars. This is about the rate of 
difference; and with the weather that 


has been prevailing of late the chances 
are against much work of threshing being 


done, The whole of the flax belt is be 
ing inflicted with either heavy rains or 
snow, and but little can be accomplished 


It would seem the premature winter has 
set in, and the outlook is not encourag- 
ing. If this condition prevails long thers 
will be a severe shortage of flax in the 
elevators here, in Minneapolis and in 
Western Canada. 

The bonded stocks in Duluth have been 
cleaned out, and the domestic stocks are 


going fast. Today 160,000 bushels of flax 
will go forward by lake.. This is not yet 
reported out on the books of the grain 
exchange, but it is being loaded into 


boats today. 
These conditions have helped boom the 
price here as well as anything else, de- 


spite the abstinence of the crushers.

Sentiment in the paint trade did not 
change to any material extent during 
the past week, and the same tendency 
on the part of the trade at large to buy 
in small quantities, principally sufficient 
to satisfy immediate wants, was con- 
tinued. As to the future trade, inter- 
ests seemed willing to await develop- 
ments and the recent trend of many of 
the leading products would indicate 
that such a policy is the best. On the 
other hand, the leading producers are 
willing to wait, for they figure that 
nothing of importance is to be gained 
by offering concessions throughout the 
list. From all sections of the country 
the reports coming through to the 
paint trade tell of curtailed operations 
with all consumers, even down to the 
smallest users of paints, holding off 
as long as possible. 

The important item of the trade was 
the further reduction named by one of 
the leading producers in the price of 
pig lead, establishing a basis of 5c. 
per pound. This action was quickly 
followed by all producers and the in- 
dependents. The decline to date has 
been severe. From a high of nearly 
12c. per pound early in the summer, 
prices have given away in one contin- 
ual decline to the present level, which 
is the low of the downward movement. 
Various factors account for this situa- 
tion. When the market was advancing 
all sorts of bullish reports were put 
out, the principal of which was the 
claim that the Government would need 
an enormous quantity from month to 
month. Consumers found themselves 
somewhat short, and bidding against 
eoch other became the feature of the 
trade, with advances following right on 
top of advances. Soon the trade was 
confronted with the fact that a rather 
heavy overbought condition on the part 
of the average consumer had been es- 
tablished. In the meanwhile, the Gov- 
ernment’s requirements proved to be 
well below the estimates, and on top 
of all these came the reports that Gov- 
ernment action in the matter of estab- 
lishing a fixed price on pig lead was 
likely, such as had been done on steel 
and other products. There was nothing 
left but a good reaction, and the nat- 
ural tendency on the part of consum- 
ers Was to reduce operation as much as 
possible on a weakening market. The 
opinion seems to be that the low point 
has been reached, and as a matter of 
fact the present basis of lead is close 
to normal. Another factor which aided 
the decline was the active competition 
between independents and producers 
for the limited trade demand, which in 
itself forced active price cutting. 

While pig lead was lowered the pig- 
ments remained on the price level es- 
tablished a week ago, when, with the 
exception of orange minerals, prices 
were reduced a cent a pound through- 
out the list. This action was not at all 
surprising. The pigments, as a rule, 
did not follow the great upturn in the 
metal, so on the decline it was only 
natural that the reduction would not 
be as great. The trade at large dis- 
played no particular interest, however, 
and along with the other commodities 
the buying is for needs. 

Much to the surprise of many in the 
trade a firmer tone developed in linseed 
oi], and prices closed the week at about 
the best point of the upward swing. 
Only a week ago the situation looked 
decidedly weak, and this somewhat 
sudden change was unexpected, to say 
the least. Stronger flaxseed markets 
had influence, but the principal item 
was the reduced supplies on the spot 
here. The demand during the past 
week was not urgent by any means, 
but the upward swing of prices re- 
sulted in increased inquiry from vari- 
ous lines of trade. Movement of seed 
from the Northwest to the primary 
markets is still curtailed, with space 
on the railroads given mainly to the 
earrying of other cereals. The Argen- 
tine reports are highly favorable, but 
the question transportation is still 
to be solved. 

A- little easier tone was noted in cer- 
tain quarters for zine oxide on the 
spot, and the demand was small, Lead- 
ing producers are expected to name 
their new prices shortly, but there is 
no indication as to what trend these 
will be. Lithopone, on the spot, is 
somewhat firmer. The trade is also 
looking for manufacturers to name new 
prices shortly, and the opinion seems 
to be that they will be higher than 
the old contract level. Advancing 
producing costs and the strong prices 
pevailing for raw materials, as well as 
the labor question, are the factors re- 
sponsible for this condition. In fact, a 
generally bullish sentiment prevails in 
regard to this commodity, and after

the first of the year, when zinc spar 
is withdrawn from the market for the 
use of the paint trade, there will, un- 
doubtedly, be a better demand for 
lithopone of all qualities. 
A detailed report of the 
items of the trade follow: 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—Leading manufacturers 
reduced the price of this commodity 
during the past week to the basis of 
5c. per pound, New York, and 
5.42%c, per pound, East St. Louis, es- 
tablishing a new low level for the 
downward movement and a decline of 
nearly 7c. per pound from the high of 
the season, reached last summer. Bus- 
iness has fallen off materially and the 
consuming trade at large naturally 
does not intend to purchase to any 
extent, particularly on a weakening 
market. Sentiment continues bearish. 
Stocks in producers’ hands are 
thought to be gradually increasing as 
a result of the larger production go- 
ing on, and in face of this the Govern- 
ment has failed to take anywhere 
near the amount estimated for its re- 
quirements. The present weakness is 
also thought to be due to a great ex- 
tent to the fears of the Government 
naming a fixed price, although the 
desire to meet outside competition had 
a good dead to do with the reaction. 
The independents are now quoting 
about the same level as the leading 
producers, Lead ore at Joplin was 
quoted nominally at $80 per ton at the 
close of the week. 


WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—While the tone was undoubt- 
edly easy, and the trade was expect- 
ing some further concessions, leading 
producers the past week failed to fol- 
low the further reaction in pig lead, 
and prices were maintained on the 
basis of the previous week, averaging 
from 9 to 10c. per pound for white 
lead, basic carbonate American dry, 
and 10% to lle. in oils, according to 
the quantity desired. There was noth- 
ing particularly interesting in the 
market during the week, and the de- 
mand continued on a routine basis. 
In fact such a course was not at all 
surprising, in view of the declining 
tendency noted for some time past, 
and _the prospects of some further 
readjustment of values in the near 
future, As in other pigments, the con- 
suming trade does not seem to be in- 





important 


terested particularly as to future 
requirements. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Further weakness in the 


pig lead market failed to have ma- 
terial influence in this commodity dur- 
ing the past week. Prices at the close 
were maintained on the basis of 8% 
to 9c. per pound for white lead, basic 
sulphate. Business, however, was 
poor and the trade demand seemed to 
follow along conservative lines, the 
buying being simply sufficient to cover 
nearby needs. 

RED LEAD.—There was no further 
change in this commodity during the 
past week despite the lower trend to 
pig lead. However, the general tone 
was easy, with prices on the basis of 
10c. to 11%c. for red lead, American, 
and 11\4c. to 11%c. for red lead in oil. 
The foreign qualities continue on a 
purely nominal basis and the offerings 
are of no account, there being no stock 


here. Demoralized shipping conditions 
will prevent important receipts for 
some time. Domestic trade conditions 


remain dull, and both manufacturers 
and jobbers report no inquiry of note 
other than that for immediate wants. 
LITHARGE.—This was another com 
modity of which the price basis failed 
to display material change during the 
past week, despite the further weak 
ening noted in the metal market. At 
the close sellers were asking from 9%%c. 
to 114 c. per pound for litharge, Amer- 
ican powdered. As to the foreign

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grades, the market continues nominal, , 


with no stock here of any account. 
The general trade demand is very 
quiet, with interest displayed being 
mainly for immediate wants. Con- 
sumers do not seem to be giving par- 
ticular attention to the future. 

ORANGE MINERALS. — Quite a 
steady tone again prevailed for this 
commodity during the week just closed. 
The demand remains fair and the stock 
on hand is understood to be moderate. 
This was the only one of the pigments 
that did not decline when the lower 
price basis was named for both pig 
lead and the various pigments. Ask- 
ing prices at the close averaged from 
13c. to 14c. per pound for orange min- 
eral, American. All foreign grades 
continue nominal. 

ZINC OXIDE.—A quiet market was 
reported on the spot for this commod- 
ity, and as a general rule the under- 
tone was somewhat easier, with sellers 
at the close asking from 14%c., to lic. 
per pound, according to quality and 
quantity desired. The demand of late 
has subsided materially, and con- 
sumers do not seem to be interested, 
either for nearby or distant shipment. 
New prices for the coming season are 
expected to be named shortly by the 
leading manufacturers. No indication, 
however, is given as to the probable 
trend of prices. Contract prices for 
the French process zinc oxide were on 
the basis of 15c. per pound for white 
seal in carload lots and 15%c. per 
pound for less than carload lots, 14c. 
per pound for green seal in carload 
lots, and 14%c, per pound for less than 
carload lots, and 14c. per pound for 
red seal for carload lots and 14%c. per 
pound for less than carload lots. 

LITHOPONE.—The tone is turning 
firmer, apparently, for this commodity, 
and asking prices on the spot during 
the past week averaged from 6c. to 7c. 
per pound, according to the quality 
desired. The demand was not particu- 
larly urgent, however, but the leading 
manufacturers are making deliveries 
right along on contract. New prices 
will soon be named by producers, and 
the expectations are that a higher 
range will prevail. This idea is based 
on high producing costs and the ad- 
vancing tendency of all raw materials 
into the manufacture of this commod- 


ity. 
DRY COLORS. 


Dullness continued as the principal 
feature in this market. There is no 
interest of note being taken in the 
general situation by the consuming 
trade at large. The paint trade is ex- 
tremely quiet, and the prospects are 
that it will continue so for some time. 
Stocks of dry colors are not large, but 
the statistical position of the market 
plays no importance at this time. AS 
to prices, the situation also presented 
little change. The general tone is firm 
enough, in view of the high costs of 
raw materials, and the natural] ten- 
dency is to look for rather firm prices 
for some time, despite the dullness pre- 


BLACKS. 


The market situation the past week 
was without material change. In- 
quiry remains routine, and the buying 
on is simply sufficient to cover nearby 
needs, There is apparently no desire 
to contract for the future, which is 
not surprising in view of the general 
dullness prevailing in nearly all such 
lines of trade. The supply on the spot 
is not particularly large and the tend- 
ency on the part of holders is to 
demand full quotations. Asking prices 
for lamp black at the close ranged 
from 12 to 25c. per pound, depending 
upon seller. There were one or two 
instances where higher prices were 
asked, but the opinion was that these 
represented some special grade. Min- 
eral blacks were held at from $25 to 
$30 per ton. Bone ranged from 4 to 
12c. per pound, with drop from 8% 
to 15c, per pound. Carbon gas was 
unchanged at from 20 to 35c. per 
pound.

BLUES. 


No especial inquiry developed in this 
market during the past week. The 
genera] tone held steady enough in 
view of the fact that the stock on 
hand is not burdensome. The trade is 
from hand to mouth, and as in other 
lines, the consumers do not feel dis- 
posed to contract ahead to any ex- 
tent. There is so much uncertainty 
that such action is not at all out of 
the ordinary, Despite the dullness, it 
was not thought possible to obtain im- 
portant concessions. There is no desire 
on the part of holders to force selling 
by lowering prices, and even if the 
trend of values was downward it would 
not attract much buying at this time, 
according to the large interests in the 
trade. Ultramarine at the close was 
bringing from 17 to 60c. per pound 
for small lots, depending upon seller. 
Soluble ranged from 85c. to $1.50 per 
pound, according to the quality and 
quantity desired. Prussian was 
quoted from 7c. to $1.50 per pound. 
Most of the foreign grades were in a 
nominal position. There is very little 
stock here, and the transportation sit- 
uation is such that little fresh sup- 
plies are expected for some time, 


BROWNS. 


There was nothing out of the ordi- 
nary in this market during the past 
week, dullness continuing the prin- 
cipal feature. The consuming trade 
continues to follow a policy of buying 
only as requirements make it neces- 
Sary, and there is apparently no desire 
to stock ahead, As to prices, there is 
considerable dieffrence of opinion, al- 
though as a rule important conces- 
Sions are to be had. Sienna, Italian 
burnt and powdered at the close 
averaged from 5 to l5c. per pound, 
with the burnt lump and the raw pow- 
ered at from 4 to 6c. per pound. The 
American burnt and powered ranged 
from 2 to 8c. per pound, and the raw 
from 2% to 3c. per pound. Spanish 
brown was unchanged from $16 to $20 
per ton, The umber grades were just 
as firm as ever, both for the foreign 
and domestic qualities. For Turkey 
umber, burnt and powered prices 
range from 4% to 5c. per pound, and 
the American raw from 3 to 38!c. per 
pound. 


REDS. 


There was a little irregular tone to 
this commodity during the past week. 
In view of the reaction in quicksilver, 
moderate concessions were available 
on certain grades, but all things con- 
sidered, the market position could not 
at any time be called weak. There was 
no special demand, however, which 
bears out the statement made many 
times by leading producers that the 
consuming trade does not intend to 
purchase beyond requirements, and 
that prices now are not a factor. Eng- 
glish vermilion was quoted at $1.80 
to $2 per pound, and it was thought 
possible that trade could be done 
slightly below this figure. Oxide reds 
were quoted at from 2 to lb5c. per 
pound, which compared with from 4 
to 15c. per pound, the ruling quota- 
tions of a week or so ago. Standard 
Indian reds were held at from 10 to 
l4c, per pound. Inquiry for this qual- 
ity was also limited. Carmine, No. 40, 
bulk, was available at from $4.20 to 
$4.50 per pound, of course, depending 
upon seller. Foreign grades continue 
in a purely nominal position. 

YELLOWS. 


A natural, firm position continues to 
feature this trade. Manufacturers 
are forced to pay high prices for all 
raw materials entering into the pro- 
duction of this commodity, and there 
is also a great shortage of the pro- 
ducing qualities. rices also show con- 
siderable difference in regard to the 
asking quotations of the various pro- 
ducers. At the close, chrome yellow 
chemically pure was quoted at from

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Con- 
tinuing on their upward trend new 
high levels for the movement were esS- 
tablished in the spot market for tur- 
pentine during the past week. Moder- 
ate sales were made at from 54 to 
5446c, per gallon, with the market quo- 
tation at the close from 53% to 54c, per 
gallon, depending upon seller and 
quantity. The demand was not par- 
ticularly urgent and it was apparent 
that consumers were buying simply as 
requirements made it necessary. There 
is the feeling in the trade that much 
of the recent upturn was due mainly 
to speculative reasons, and not to any 
material change in legitimate condi- 
tions. However, it is admitted that 
the stock here is small, and from this 
factor further advances seem likely. 
At primary points the situation would 
indicate a bullish trend. The supplies, 
however, are by no means light, but 
the receipts from day to day are mod- 
erate and the bad weather from many 
sections of the belt lead to the belief 
that the movement will be small for 
some time. On the other hand ship- 
ments out are difficult to make. Many 
of the steamships lines have either 
declared an embargo or else reduced 
considerably the amount of cargn 
space, all of which greatly hampers 
business at this time. The foreign 
situation is coming in for a great deal 
of attention, The London market of 
late has developed considerable firm- 
ness and prices are at the highest level 
known in recent years, selling at about 
8ls.. compared with the close of 76s. 
only a week ago, which price in turn 
was an advance of about 5s. from the 
previous week. Dealings continue on 
a big scale with active bidding by 
consumers for supplies. The offerings 
are moderate at all times, and this ac- 
counts for the rapid advancement in 
values taking place. It must be re- 
membered that the prospects are for 
small receipts at this center, owing 
to the demoralized shipping situation.

ROSIN.—Price changes were not 
particularly active in this market, but 
the general tone was firm throughout 
the week. The principal item in the 
trade was the belief that before long 
some way out may be found for ex- 
ports, and that will eventually be 
chartered for the shipments of naval 
stores abroad. It is understood now 
that foreign interests are in need of 
supplies and that it is not a question 
of prices that is holding back opera- 
tions. The active buying going on for 
the past few days was thought to be 
for business along this line. Much 
attention has also been given to the 
possibilities of a large scrape crop. 
Large interests are of the opinion that 
this will not result, particularly as 
the crop so far has failed to show any 
large percentage of this quality, and 
it is natural to suppose that during 
the remainder of the season no pro- 
duction of extraordinary size will oc- 
cur. The foreign market has firmed 
up a little during the past week with 
the average gains about one shilling.

The list of commodities quoted under 
this caption displayed -hardly any 
change of note, especially as to prices, 
during the past week, The general tone 
ruled firm enough, and in view of the 
limited supplies for many qualities n« 
concessions of any importance were to 


be had. Deliveries of chalk ere being 
made on contract ag fast as imports 
are received here. There is no spot 
stock of account and offerings from 


second hands are practically out of the 
question. As a result of this situation, 
all prices are nominal. Whiting con- 
tinues in a strong position and the re- 
cent advances were maintained. Terra 
alba was also unchanged, but the small 
supply will, it is thought, eventually 
lead to a higher price level. For china 
clay the demand is principally for the 
domestic qualities, and this is improv- 


ing right along. Imported qualities 
have ceased to be a factor and there 
is very little here. The same may be 
said of tale. Cobalt oxide is in light 


supply and the prices continue strong 
for all grades. 

BARYTES.—The market for this 
commodity remained quiet during the 
week just closed and prices were about 
unchanged from the previous market 





report. For domestic prime white or 
floated the ruling quotation was from 
$30 to $36 per ton and off color from 
$22 to $24 per ton. The foreign qual- 


ities are mainly nominal, no stock be- 
ing here of any account. Asking prices 
were around $40 to $50 per ton for the 
foreign prime white grades.

Cable advices from primary 
points also report little change in gen- 
eral conditions. The supply is plenti- 


ful, but the lack of steamers and the 
high freights, together with the great 
searcity of storage rooms, forces big 


advances in the price on delivery at 
this center. There is demand for do- 
mestic grades and offerings were heard 
on the basis of 3c. per pound, New 
York. 

COBALT OXIDE.—There 
small stocks of this commodity 
and the general run of 
tions remain decidedly strong.

CASEIN.—A decidedly slow inquiry 
continues as the principal feature in 
this trade. Closing prices were un- 
changed from the last market report, 
sellers asking from 22c. to 30c. per 
pound, according to quality. Interest 
here, however, reports a better feeling 
prevailing among producers. They 
claim that stocks held by the different 
consumers have been allowed to run 
down and that some buying of note 
must soon occur. The price of raw 
materials, as well as producing costs, 
have advanced, and some _ readjust- 
ment of values is liable to follow. 


GLUES. 


The firm tone noted for some time 
past was continued in this market dur- 
ing the week just closed. There was 
again a fair demand, and the offerings 
are being absorbed, with no apparent 
surplus in sight. The greatest strength 
is in the better grades, of which the 
stocks on hand are moderate. The 
bulk of the inquiry is understood to be

Drab Houses, Lives, Cities, Decried 
by Speaker Before Architects—

Chicago, Oct. 26, 1917. 
The “Clean-Up and Paint-Up’ move- 
ment and the ‘“‘Use More Paint’? move- 


ment were indorsed unconsciously at the 
national conference on housing in Amer- 
ica held in Chicago last week by 300 
social workers, builders, architects and 
real estate men. It is doubtful whether 
there was a single paint man or deco- 
rator present. Mrs, Arthur T. Aldis, one 
of the principal speakers at the closing 
session of the convention, boldly ad- 
vanced the theory that what is most 
lacking in the residence and tenement 
sections of most American cities is color.

Of course it is 
only natural that on steadier market 
that sentiment should change, but 
there is no tendency on the part of 
the various consumers to allow this 
upward swing to absolutely control 
their operations. The idea seems to 
be that there is a fair amount of oil 
on the spot that has been hanging 
over the masket for some time and 


that on any decent recovery this could 


be worked off. Such sentiment is not 
general, for there are just as many 
who believe that the spot supply is 


mighty small and that not much buy- 
ing power would be needed to bring 
about an actual shortage.

COTTONSEED OIL. 
The expected modification of the 
rules governing trading in cottonseed

The an- 
nouncement was made at the close of 
trading on the Saturday previous, and 
stated that the Food Administration at 
Washington had extended trading from 
the current month (October) and the 
two succeeding months to the current 
month and four additional months; in 
other words, allowing active trading 
in the January and February positions.

Buenos Aires Flaxseed Markets. 


The weather in the Argentine during 
the early part of the week was highly 
favorable for the growing crop, but the 
latest advices stated that a cold wave 
is being experienced, with rains, and that 
many fear a severe frost. Such a con- 
dition would undoubtedly do serious 
damage, for the crop now is in a critical 
period of development. As a result of 
these unfavorable reports the future 
market displayed considerable firmness 
Offers have been reduced and the selling 
will likely continue smail until the situ- 
ation as to this crop news clears up. 
Export business is stagnant. Foreign in- 
terests show no disposition to purchase. 
'his, however, can be attributed to the 
lack of tonnage. Freight room is un- 
obtainable. It is expected that the de- 
mand will improve upon the arrival of 
bottoms. Spot seed is weak, due to the 
nearness of the new seed movement 
which is causing a _ readjustment of 
values. Storage facilities are inadequate 
for the handling of both new and old 
seed in addition to the new wheat com- 
ing’ on Offerings of old seed are very 
likely to continue large in view of these 
developments. Many traders are of the 
opinion that good purchases will be made 
by America with the idea of reshipping 
through America for foreign account. 
American needs are also considered im- 
portant.

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TEXAS PANHANDLE. 


Fort Worth, Texas, Oct, 24, 1917. 


A review of the Panhandle fields of Northern 
Texas shows a nice gain in finished wells over 
the previous week as well as in production, 
which is the most interesting portion of the 


gigantic industry. For months drillers and tool 


dressers have been scarce in the field, and now 
that the cold weather has put in its appear- 


ance in the Wyoming fields many of the drill- 


ing creWs are migrating to other fields, and 
as work on drilling wells can be done during 
the entire winter in this fiel il, many of them 
will make a bee line for Texas and Oklahoma 
This influx of labor will help out materially, 
and if a sufficient amount of material can be 
secured, the Panhandle fields will be among 
the busy oil spots during the next few months, 
Much wildcat drilling is being planned. Brown 


county is to be given some deep tests. The 


Empire Gas and Fuel Company has made ar- 
rangements for the drilling of an important 
test about four miles northwest of Brownwood, 
in this county, on the Fuller tract, and the 
Ural State Petroleum Company has located a 
test in the same county, north of Grosvenor, 
one the northeast quarter of Survey No. 37, 
and on the Alvix tract. Near the town of 
Brownwood a shallow sand has been developed 
that shows producing wells at from 150 to 200 
feet, and producing between 10 and 15 barrels, 
but the deep sands, if they exist there, produce 
a higher grade petroleum, and that is what 
the large operating concerns are after. In Wil- 
barger county, close to the hamlet of Harral, 
R. N. Hamilton will test out a block of sev- 
eral thousand acres of leases, and has already 
started a well on the Staley tract. 


Panhandle Production. 


The amount of oil handled by the pipeline 
companies in the Panhandle field is late in be- 
ing announced for September. The conditions 
for the month sho that the total runs from 
the wells were 982,293 barrels, and the deliv- 
eries were 889,065.

Although Wyomine during the past year has 
undergone the most phenomena] growth in its 
oil industry of any State in the Union, during 
which time thousands of acres of lands in 
scores of counties of the State have been ex. 
plored for oil, only one assessor of the twenty- 














one county assessors of Wyoming reported the 
presence of oil lands’’ in his county when 
the abstracts of assessments were filed with 
State Tax Commissioner John H. McGill. This 
assessor was T, J, Jones, of Big Horn county. 
One thousand three hundred and sixteen acres 
of land in Big Horn county was listed by 
Assessor Jones as ‘‘oil land’’ and was assessed 
at a valuation of $8.14 per acre.

An important wildcat test is that of the 
Thousand Acre Oil Company, drilling in 
Hardin county, on Black’s Creek in the Pine 
Ridge district.

AUSTRALIAN OIL NOTES. 


Determined Search for Petroleum 
There Because of High Prices, 


The Sydney, Australia news 
been devoting considerable oon ae 
for mthe public of Australia’s absolute 
dependence on foreign fields for its oil 
Supply. Partly on account of the high 
prices necessarily paid for the imported 
article, also with a view of establishing 
a domestic industry, a determined effort 
is to be made to ascertain where oil can 
be found on this continent. Numerous at- 
tempts have been made to discover oil 
here, but thus far they have met with 
little success. The impression prevails 
however, that the territory must be final- 
ly tested. E 

The Vacuum Oil Company Proprietary 
has engaged a geologist who has had con- 
siderable experience in discovering oil in 
American fields to examine certain tracts 
in Australia, In speaking of the possi- 
bilities of oil being discovered here the 
Sydney Morring Herald says that the 





Vacuum Oil Company has agreed with 
landowners to. spend an amount up to 
$486,600 in boring and prospecting, and 


that the company has not asked the Aus- 
tralian Government for money for bon- 
uses or for development work. If oil is 
found, refineries will be erected at the 
nearest port, which will mean employ- 
ment for a large number of people, build- 
ing cf refineries, tanks and pipelines and 
the purchase of various kinds of machin- 
ery. 

Arrangements are being made, under a 
three-year contract, for working the oil- 
shale deposits in the Blue Mountain re- 
sion of New South Wales. It is said that 
these deposits radiate from the Walgan 
Valley, 200 miles north and 100 miles 
seuth, being one of the largest shale de- 
posits in the world. When fully working 
the contemplated plant and _ refineries 
will be canable of producing 30,000 gallons 
of oil daily. 

The first 10,00 gallons of crude oil ever 
discharged in New Zealand direct from a 
tank ship were lately discharged at Dun- 
edin. A pipe was laid under the wharf 
and the street from the ship to the tanks 


in the yard and the oil pumped through 
the pipe. This seems to mean that from 
now More or less crude oil may be ex- 
pected to be used in this country as fuel.

HEAVY INCREASE SHOWN IN GASOLINE 
PRODUCTION IN FIRST HALF OF 1917 





First Publication of War Figures Prepared by 
Bureau of Mines Indicates Larger Returns 


From Smaller Supply of Crude Oil. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 26, 1917. 

Important figures covering the supply 
of gasoline anq other products of re- 
fineries, as prepared for the govern- 
ment in connection with its war work, 
which were prepared by the United 
States Bureau of Mines, have been re- 
ceived by a loca] refinery. 

While local refinery officials are re- 
luctant to discuss what these figures 
show regarding the supply of gasoline 
to meet war needs, the feeling seems to 
be one of optimism that the industry 
will be able to meet the demands, 

The figures, which come as official 
from the Federal bureau, are given be- 
low, for the first six months of the 
present year and for the entire 12 
months of last year. They are grouped 
by months, by States and by fields, for 
the convenience of the refiners, who are 
giving the government the utmost co- 
operation in its war endeavors. 

While ‘much has been written from 
time to time regarding the total] amount 
of gasoline available in the United 
States, and while many estimates have 








time since any authentic 
figures have been available. 


24,500,000 Barrels of Gasoline. 


Recent figures as compiled by the 
Bureau of Mines show that during the 
first six months of 1917 approximately 
twenty-four and a half million barrels 
of gasoline were produced by the re- 
fineries. In addition to this, of course, 
should be added the gasoline produced 
by the compressors’ or absorption 
plants, commonly spoken of as casing- 
head gas. 

These figures, as viewed by promi- 
nent refiners, seem to indicate that the 
hopeful] view recently expressed by A. C. 
Bedford, president of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, who is also 
chairman of the petroleum committee 
for the Council of National Defense, is 
confirmed, and that the industry is com- 
ing up to requirements, as Mr. Bedford 
indicated. 

With other information which the re- 
finers say is probably in the possession 
of the Bureau of Mines these figures, 
which have just been submitted to the 
refiners, could be interpreted more fully.

Figures of Great Interest to Refiners—

Just what the tables covering gasolins 
production, which nave been submitted 
by the Bureau of Mines to the refineries 
are supposed to show, whether they in- 
dicate that there is a sufficient supply of 
gasoline to meet war needs, and what 
the next step to be taken by the pe- 
troleum division of the Federal bureau 
could not be learned from Chester Nar- 
ramore, chief of the petroleum division. 
“I hardly think,” he said, “that the

terest to laymen, although they must be 
extremely interesting to the refiners, so 
we have sent a copy of these reports to 
each refinery making reports to. the 
Brreau of Mines. 

This data,’ he continued, ‘thas been 
collected to be of service to the govern- 
ment aS a war measure, in providing 
the government with information relative 
to the supply. This is very necessary at 
the present time. One reason for this 
division's not caring to distribute these 
statements to the public is that they 
lack the returns from casing-head sup- 
plies and only represent the supplies

‘““Morecver, we hardly thought the pub- 
ric would be interested in the tables, as 
they leck the figures for a longer period, 
so that comparisons could be made with 
previous years.”’ 

Since being in almost constant confer- 
ence with Interior Department and War 
Department officials on war problems, 
Mr. Narramore has developed an ex- 
tremely conservative attitude.

COAL GAS MOTOR FUEL. 


Gas Approved as Gasoline Substitute 
in United Kingdom. 


The question of driving motor vehicles 
with coal gas as a substitute for gaso- 
line continues to attract attention 
throughout the United Kingdom. The 
press is devoting much space to the dis- 
cussion of its advantages and disad- 
vantages. The consensus of opinion ap- 
pears to be that it is a practical proposi- 
tion and should be adopted as widely as 
possibie, at least for the present, in order 
lo conserve the gasoline supply. The 
British Commercial Gas \ssociatiun has 
been carefully investigating the subject, 
and in its report deciares that coal gas 
in the present emergency may be ad- 
vantageously used as a gasoline substi- 
tute by providing a large flexible holder 
in which the gas is stored approximately 
under atmospheric pressure. ; 

There are no difficulties in adapting 
the ordinary engine to run with this fuel, 
as it may be employed without any struc- 
tural alterations. Another important point 
is that no alteration in the carbureter 
is required. The gas bag is merely 
placed on the top of the car or van, and 
has one outlet and one inlet. The gas is 
carried to the carbureter and thence to 
the engine. The latter may be switched 
immediately from gasoline to gas or vice 
versa,

gas, but other experiments have given 
only 250 cubie feet or less, depending on 
the quality of the gas, which varies from 
one town to another. In practice it seems 
that coal gas will show appreciable 
economy compared with gasoline, as at 
normal prices gas worth 16 cents would 
do the work of a gallon of gasoline. 

The one complaint that has been heard 
with reference to this new fuel is that 
it is inconvenient because of the large 
amount of space required for the bulky 
containers, which are now manufactured 
in this country in various sizes with 
capacities from 150 to 500 cubic feet. 

Birmingham has a number of vehicles 
running successfully on coal gas, and 
the local gas company has made ar- 
rangements to encourage the gasoline- 
saving movement by the establishment 
of a filling station at one of its works.

DYE INDUSTRY STILL HAMPERED BY FACT 
THAT ALL PATENTS ARE NOT AVAILABLE 


Believed That Government Will Authorize Confiscation of 
German-Held Patents Under System of Leases. 


Oct. 26, 1917. 


Washington, 


While the dye industry in the United 
States has made wonderful development, 
and while vast quantities of dyes are 
being exported, the dye.industry is still 
hampered by the fact that the manu- 
facturers are restrained by patent rights 
from making some dyes. 

This fact, which was brought out at 
the convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Cotton Manufacturers in Spring- 
field, Mass., last week in an address by 
H. Gardner McKerrow and I, Frank 
Stone, was confirmed by government 
olficials, 

That the United States Government 


will authorize the confiscation during the 
war ot dye patents held by German sub- 
jects and will direct that they be used 
under a system of leases with adequate 
compensation to the owner after the war 
is the belief of the government officials 
in close touch with the development ot 
the dve industry in this country. This 
procedure was advocated in a resolution 
adepted at the Springfield convention. 
The government Officials feel that 1s 
practical and that such Federal author- 
ity will be granted to the manufacturers. 

Some of the manufacturers, however, 
feel that if the process calls for expen- 
sive special machinery which they will 
be forced to abandon after the war, or 
if they may be called upon to pay some 





indefinite royalty, it will not be worth 
their while to bother with the German 
owned patents even if the government 
does confiscate them. 


Regarding the production of dyestuffs 
in the Uhited States at the present time 
the following authoritative statement was 
prepared for the Reporter by Dr. Gibbs, 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, who is in 
charge of the color experimentation lab- 
oratory now being built for the Bureau 
of Chemistry:— 

“The quantity 
tured in America and 
of different dyes are constantly being 
increased by enlargement of existing 
plants and also by the establishment of 
some new plants. It is no doubt true 
at the present time that some dyes are 
made in this country in quantities suffi- 
cient to meet all the requirements of this 
country, and some surplus is being ex- 
ported, and some exports are also being 
made, due to the fact that larger prices 
can be obtained in certain foreign coun- 
tries than in this country. 

“It is not true that all the dyes nec- 
essarv for all the various kinds of work 
in this country are now being manufac- 
tured in America. ‘This has arisen from 
two causes:—First, manufacturers have 
been very busy producing the dyes which 
are easiest to make, and in some cases

REDFIELD CITES DYYESTUFF PROGRESS 
AT SOUTHERN COMMERCIAL CONGRESS 


During the week the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress has been holding ses- 
sions at the Astor, at which prominent 
men spoke in the interest of the develop- 
ment of the South.

The provision for the advertising cam- 
paign includes the raising of $1,200,000 in 
levies of $25,000 a year for the next three 
years from each of the sixteen States rep- 
resented in the Congress.

General Committee, by Ben Altheimer, in 
the name of the directors of the congress, 
in appreciation of Mr. Straus’ efforts in 
connection with the congress.

Changes Effected Recently Covering 
Chemicals, Oils, Etc.

rhe American consul general at Lon- 
don has reported by cable the addition 
of certain articles to the list of goods 


prohibited to be exported from the United 
Kingdom. The symbols used are the 
following:—(A} denoting prohibition to all 
destinations; (B) prohibition to all des- 
tinations other than British possessions 
and protectorates; (C) prohibition to all 
destinations in Europe and on the Medi- 
terranean and Black Seas other than 
allied countries and Spain. The headings 
added are shown below:— 

(A) Aluminum, alloys of aluminum, and 
manufactures of aluminum or its alloys, 
acriflavine, proflavine, and other acridine 
derivatives carrying antiseptic or thera- 
peutic properties and mixtures or prepa- 
rations thereof; cresol, its compounds and 
preparations, and nitrocresol; leal ore: 
seal oil and mixtures; composite waxes. 

(B) Avsenical ore, arsenic, its com- 
pounds and mixtures; fish oil not other- 
Wise pronibited and mixtures; sandal- 
wood fcr medicinal purposes; sandalwood 
oil; waxes, animal, mineral, and vege- 
table, not otherwise prohibited, 

(C) Essential oils except sandalwood 
and turpentine oils. 

The following items from the former 
list are removed, being replaced in most 
cases by the new items given above:-- 

(A) Aluminum, its alloys and manufac- 
tures; cresol, its compounds and prepa- 
rations (except saponified cresol) and 
nitrocresol,

SEARCH FOR WOOD. 


Tendency to Seek Substitutes for Bar- 
rels and Containers. 


Washington, Oct. 26, 1917. 

The fast-growing tendency to find other 
substitutes for wood in the making of 
boxes and barrels has been brought offi- 
cially to the attention of the trade by 
the Worest Service, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, 

Here is an illustration of the new order 
of things. The steel barrel, the chief 
competitor of the wooden barrel, was 
first introduced in the shipment of petro- 
leum products. While admittedly more 
expensive than the wooden barrel, the 
advantages claimed for steel are greater 
safety from fire, greater durability, and 
less possibility of leakage. For a num- 
ber of uses, however, the wooden barrel 
has no present substitute. One of these 
is for storing various chemicals and 
foodstuffs, such as vinegar, which affects 
metal. 

The growth of the Portland cement in- 
dustry has been a factor in increasing 
the demand for the slack barrels, 

That the shook box has probably lost 
ground to its competitors, the veneer box 
and the fibre contained, during the dee- 
ade 194-1914, to an extent measured in 
box material of some 1,500,000,000 board 
feet annually is the conclusion reached 
by tne Forest Service after a thorough 
study of the inroads other materials have 
made upon wood in its various uses.

HOLD FOR 10-CENT LINT. 


President Littleton of Texas Crushers 
Warns Against Big “‘Interests.”’ 





Texas 


Cc, C, Littleton, president of the 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association, in an 
open letter to the trade says: 

A few weeks ago I wrote you a letter in 
which I stateq that I thought the mills of 
Texas and the mills generally should reduce 
the cut of lint on account of the fact cer- 
tain interests had gotten together and were 
in a way attempting to confiscate, dominate 
and dictate the price of our lint—since which 
time I have not changeq my mind. 

I am sincerely of the belief that the mills 
are making a great mistake to cut more 
than 80 to 85 pounds of lint, because when 
they produce more lint they get a very much 
less price for the product. The interests are 
trying to buy lint upon a basis of 160-pound 
cut, but they will not accept it under terms 
of “Clean Mill Run.’”’ Now, I suggested in 
a former letter if a reduction in the amount 


of lint cut is made it will necessarily reduce 











the general output 

Last season when cotton was selling at 
from 18 to 18c. per pound, lint was worth 
from 6%4c,. to 714c. This year the buyers of 
cotton are not hesitating to purchase upon 
n basis of from 25c. to 27%c., but yet these 
buyers representing the big interests seem to 
dominate and to want to dominate the linter 
business, positively prescribing to you the 
price of 4%c. for lint. There is no good rea- 
son for this, and I still insrst that you aré 
making a mistake in trying to produce an 
article that to the ordinary trade will be 
unsaleable and without any great degree ac- 
ceptable, and that you are simply bottling 
yourself up to be swallowed |} the great 
interests. 

If you haven't ut down your productior 
of lint, you have not done your duty if you 
have not attempted to thwart the scheme 
of the big interests vou have failed in your 
duty; if you have not attempted to protect 
your own interests you have been unfair to 


the man from whom you are borrowing your 
money. I therefore emphasize—for perhaps 


the last time this season—the fact that you 
are falling short of what you are really ex- 


pected to de if you do not produce a higher 


gerade of lint and a smaller production and 
then hold what you have until such time as 
you can sell it for what It 1s worth, which 
should not be less than 10c. a pound,

Increase in Postage Rates on Letters 


for Certain Foreign Countries. 


Patten advises that let- 
ters addressed for delivery in the fol-

Saturday Noon, Oct. 27, 1917. 

The market for crude drugs and 
pharmaceuticals was rather quiet dur- 
ing the last week, so far as surface in- 
dications were concerned, yet investi- 
gation discloses that the total volum« 
of business placed assumed fair pro- 
portions. The buying, however, was re 
stricted more or less to spot and near- 
by requirements. Export trade suf- 
fered through the many difficulties en- 
countered in securing shipping licenses, 
but this was offset partly by the with- 
drawal of supplies for use by’ the gov- 
ernment. Botanical drug houses com- 
plain that the gathering of low-priced 
domestic crude drugs this season has 
been neglected in many sections of the 
country, due mainly to the shortage 
labor. Comparatively few weak spots 
were reported in the market and again 
the majority of the price changes noted 
were upward revisions. 

A feature in the market was the 
firmer position of quinine. There was 
a good buying interest in the sulphate, 
especially after it became known that 
export orders «were in the market. 
While American salt makers report 
the market unchanged, second-hands 
again advanced their views and sales 
were reported at higher levels. The 
report that a round lot of the sulphate 
is en route from Java failed to bring 
out any weakness. 

Stocks of gum opium are meager and 
importers claim that they would have 
had no trouble in disposing of round- 
lots, if available, at much higher prices 
than those obtaining for jobbing quan- 
tities. Morphine met with a good in- 
quiry and the market closed strong at 
the recently advanced basis. Cocaine 
is in steady demand for export, as well 
as for domestic consumption, and with 
supplies meager, spot prices are firmer, 

Woed alcohol was advanced in price 
on account of the shortege in the water 
supply at producing centers. The la- 
bor situation is also a bullish factor in 
the market. Methyl acetone = also 
closed higher. Acetone is in limited 
supply and prices are holding firm. 
IXthy! spirits, non-beverage, was un- 
settled, price shading being in evi- 
dence. Denatured again closed slightly 
lower under compctition among sellers, 

Japanese camphor was firmer, reflect- 
ing the higher eables from the Ea; 
There was a good inquiry for refi 
camphor and in some quarters prices 
were advanced slightly. American re- 
finers report the market unchanged. 
Menthol was in better request and 
firmer undertone featured the market. 
Japan wax closed strong at the recent- 
ly advanced price, but the demand has 
fallen off. Paraffine wax is tending 
upwards. Lycopodium was in better 
supply and sales were reported at easi- 
er prices, Coumarin, for spot delivery 
was in limited supply and higher pr'ces 
are expected for vanillin. Nitrate of 
silver closed lower, following another 
reduction in the pr:ce of the metal. 
Quicksilver met with an improved in- 
quiry and while the market closed un- 
changed prices were firmer. 

Export inquiry was noted for sac- 
charin, salicylates and vanillin. Svo- 
dium benzoate and benzoic acid were 
firmer on reports of curtailed produc- 
tion. Carbolic ac'd met with an active 
demand and the tendency of prices for 
spot and nearby delivery was upwards, 
Citric and tartaric acids closed firm, 
but unchanged. 

Glycerine was in light supply and 
higher prices were nan:ed for the crude. 
Business in glycerine was restricted 
by lack of offerings. producers being 
Virtually sold up over the remainder 
of the year. Shellac was unsettled and 
lower prices were named for T. N. and 
A. C. garnet. The advance in oil of 
cloves was due to the growing scarcity 
in the supply of the spice.

OPIUM. 

The arrival of six cases of gum opium 
was reported during the last week. The 
market is poorly supplied and prices 
are merely nominal, depending upon the 
seller and quantity. On jobbing busi- 
ness prices ranged from $30 to $35 per 
pound for Turkey druggists’ quality 
zum Powdered was nominally un- 
changed at $30 per pound, with the 
granular at $32 per pound, The stocks 
of opium in bonded warehouses on July 
31 amounted to 8,237 pounds, valued at 
$215,424, which compares with 48,751 
pounds, valued at $378,116, on the corre- 
sponding date a year ago, 


MORPHINE. 


There was a good inquiry for mor- 
phine, especially for export, and the 
market closed strong at the recently 
advanced basis of $13.80 per ounce for 
the muriate and sulphate, in lots of 25 
ounces, one delivery. Manufacturers are 
offering supplies sparingly, and it is re- 
ported that second-hands did business 
at a premium. 


CODEINE. 


With no change in the position of 
opium the market for codeine ruleg firm 
on the basis of $10 per ounce for the 
sulphate in bulk. The demand for code- 
ine was described as routine. The phos- 
phate was quoted at $9.40 per ounce, 
with the acetate at $11.30 ang the alka- 
loid at $12.50. 


QUININE. 


There was a good demand for sul- 
phate of quinine and with stocks light 
and in firm hands, prices ruled strong 
throughout the week. Export inquiry 
was in the market, which more than 
offset reports telling of larger ship- 
ments from Java. English buyers 
showed interest in the market. Sec- 
ond-hands report sales of the sulphate 
at prices ranging from 85 to 87%c. 
per ounce, the outside figure obtain- 
ing towards the close. Domestic salts 
makers quote on the basis of 75c. per 
ounce, in 100-ounce tins. Imports of 
cinchona bark for the seven months 
ending with July amounted to 1,412,- 
843 pounds, valued at $390,217, which 
compares with 2,399,334 pounds, valued 
at $585,007, for the corresponding pe- 
riod a year ago, and 2,334,585 pounds, 
valued at $341,724 in 1915. 


ALCOHOL. 


Methyl spirits, or wood alcohol, ad- 
vanced 10c. per gallon last week. The 
uplift was attributed to the curtailed 
production resulting from the shortage 
in the water supply as well as the diffi- 
culty in securing labor. Wood alcoho}, 
95 per cent., closed at $1.20@1.22 per 
gallon, with the 97 per cent. at $1.25@ 
1.27 per gallon, Pure spirits closed at 
$1.45 per gallon, 

Ethyl spirits closed slightly lower 
under competition among outside sell- 
ers. Sugar cane alcohol, no-beverage, 
190 proof, closed the week at $5.35@ 
5.85 per gallon, as to quantity and seller, 
with the 188 proof at $525@5.75 per 
gallon, 

An unsettled market was reported for 
denatured alcohol, and price shading 
was in evidence. Scattered sales of 180 
proof denatured were noted at prices 
ranging from 82ec, to 84c. per gallon. 
For the 188 proof denatured the market 
closed nominally at 84@86c. per gallon. 
The weakness was due Mainly to sell- 
ing among second hands. In the pre- 
Vious issue of the Reporter denatured 
alcohol was erroneously quoteqd on the 
basis of 68@66c. per gallon. This should 
have read 88@86c. per gallon. 


GLY CERINE. 


Offerings of glycerine in quantities 
of car lote or more, for immediate or 
nearby shipment, were scanty through- 
out the week and the market ruled 
firm in all quarters. Business was re- 
stricted on account of the scarcity in 
Leading producers are weil 
sold up. Buyers report that they ex- 
perienced much difficulty in locating 
glycerine for delivery over the _ re- 
mainder of the year. Sales of chem1- 
cally pure glycerine to the drug trade 
were reported at 70c. per pound, in 
drums, which was the nominal price 
asked towards the close by Eastern 
refiners. C. P. glycerine, in tins, held 
at 71ll%e. per pound. There was a 
good inquiry for dynamite glycerine, 
and some export business was reported 
in rather smal] lots at a premium over 
the ruling market basis. Dynamite 
glycerine closed nominally at 70c. per

In essential oils the outlook is for dearer 
prices, buying being active, but orders come 
to a market whose already depleted stocks 
cannot be replenished from abroad, owing to 
the shipping difficulties, or, at least, getting 
in fresh supplies is a matter of the gravest 
uncertainty. The chief points in the situation 
at the moment is the augmentation of value 
of Chinese essential oils, consequent on the 
rise in silver, the bullish tendency of lavender 
and geranium oils, and the parlous condition 
of lemon oil, the uplift in American pepper- 
mint oil, and the continuous rise in clove oil. 
Nutmeg oil is a little cheaper. The following 
represents current spot quotations for oils of 
good quality from reputable sources:—

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The New York market for coal tar 
dyes and intermediates has _ ruled 
rather quiet and featureless, as a 
whole, during the week which has just 
closed, The single exception to this 
quietness was in phenol, which is con- 
tinuing its upward movement on a 
heavy demand and which is expected 
to go still higher before the zenith of 
the present movement has. been 
reached, 

Another feature of strength in the 
general market’s position is_ toluol, 
which is not to be had on the spot, and 
there is no possibility seen of this con- 
dition being remedied for some time 
to come, owing to the uncertainty exist- 
ing as a result of the Government’s de- 
mand for this commodity for war pur- 
poses. Flake napthaline also has had 
a further advance and presents a firm 
tone, with a large demand from all 
directions in evidence. More stability 
is noticeable in the position of benzi- 
dine as a result of a betterment in the 
demand and the volume of business 
that is being placed by consumers of 
both the base and the H. C. L. qual- 
ities. 

Some of the other items on the gen- 
eral list which present indications of 
underlying strength include creso] and 
creosote oil, both of which are in scant 
supply and in good demand. Dipheny- 
amine shows some improvement in re- 
quest and quotations have stiffened to 
a perceptible extent, while at the same 
time there is apparent a better feeling 
in the market for dinitrophenol. 

Some of the spots in the list which 
show signs of weakness or an easing 
‘in the feeling of holders are mon- 
chlorbenzol, which is unchanged but 
dull, and zylol, both of which appear 
to be neglected by buyers. Benzoic 
acid and Acid H show the effects of 
slackening in demand for the spot ma- 
terial, but are ruling steady at the 
recent declines, 

In the market for coal tar colors 
there have been several sharp declines, 
due to a falling off in the demand and 
an increase in the output. This is par- 
ticularly true of safraine, which has 
dropped from an inside quotation of 
$15 per pound to $8. Matanil yellow 
and congo red also show declines, the 
first mentioned being quoted at $2.30@3 
and the latter at $2@4 per pound. 

The scarcity in rhodamine continues, 
but it is expected that this scarcity 
may be overcome with the erection of 
a new plant in this country for the 
production of this color, now made 
solely in Europe. Just how soon the 
color can be produced here is a matter 
of speculation, as it may take several 
months of experimental work after the 
factory is put into operation to produce 
the required color. There was a total 
of 1,636 casks of aniline colors brought 
into the country during the week on 
two steamers from Europe, of which 
total 1,202 remained in New York. 


ACID BENZOIC—This market rules 
steady at the recent decline and busi- 
ness is moderately active, though 
there is a fairly large supply of the 
acid on hand available for spot de- 
livery. Offers are made at $1.75 per 
pound, and it is believed that this 
price might be shaded slightly in some 
directions, though the principal fac- 
tors in this market are holding at the 
quoted price. 

ACID H.—Some slackening in de- 
mand has occurred in this market, but 
quotations are being firmly maintained 
at the unchanged level of $3@3.25 per 
pound with the outside figure ruling 
for spot sales and the inside figure 
generally accepted for contracts, 


ACID NAPHTHIONIC.—This com- 
modity is in good demand and the en- 
trance of increased supplies on the 
spot market has been without appre- 
ciable effect, all offers being readily 
absorbed at the unchanged figures of 
$1.75@1.85 per pound for the refined 
material and $1.40@1.50 for the crude 
product. The tone is steady. 

ACID SULPHANIC.—A fair volume 
of business is being placed for sul- 
phanic acid at the prevailing quota- 
tion of 31@34c. per pound for material 
on the spot and nearby deliveries. 
Good inquiries are reported, and the 
market presents a firm tone. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHOL. — There is 
nothing of feature in the position of 
the market for alpha-naphthol, sup- 
plies of the spot article being still 
searce and quotations ruling at $1.50 
per pound, 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE.— The 
firmness recently noticed in this mar- 
ket has given way to a softening ten- 
dency. Trading is without more than 
an ordinary volume and prices are 
slightly lower at 65@70c. per pound. 

ANILINE OIL.—With good-sized ex- 
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port inquiries reported in the market 
for aniline oil and a fair volume of 
domestic inquiries the pOsition of this 
market holds firm with quotations 
nominally unchanged at 264%2@28c. per 
pound, though some odd lots have been 
reported sold as low as 25¢. per pound. 

ANILINE SALT.—On a moderate 
volume of business the market for ani- 
line salt shows an unchanged position 
as to prices and conditions. While 
some sales-are reported as having been 
made at 3lc. per pound, it igs not be- 
lieved that any considerable amount 
can be obtained at that figure and the 
generally prevailing quotation is 33c. 
per pound for the spot material. 

ANTHRACENE.—For the 80 per 
cent. grade of anthracene prices are 
nominal at 20@25c. per pound, with a 
fair volume of business being trans- 
acted. Otherwise the market is dull 
and featureless at the most and show- 
ing small indication of improvement 
in the near future. 

BENZIDINE.—More stability is no- 
ticeable in the market for ‘benzidine 
and there is a somewhat better de- 
mand for the base material which fact 
is also true of for benzidine sulphate. 
For the base $1.80@1.90 per pound is 
askel and for the sulphate material the 
quotation is $1.40@1.50 per pound on the 
spot. 

BENZOL.—An _ easier 
shown in the market for benzol and 
the prevailing quotations is 45c. per 
gallon, though less is reported at a 
higher figure, namely, 46c. per gallon.

There is a large inquiry for export 
in this market, but it has not been 
placed, as the inquirers are anxious 


to have the price shaded to meet their 
bids, but have not been successful. 

BETA-NAPHTHOL. — Constant sell- 
ing is noted in this market with a good 
demand still prevailing and prices are 
firmly helqd at the previous level of 
85@90c. per pound for the sublimed 
article and 65@70c. for the unsub- 
limed. A quotation of $1.20@1.50 is 
made for the resublimed, U. S. P., prod- 
uct. Some interests foresee an upward 
tendency in this market due to the 
growing scarcity of available stocks on 
the spot. 

BETA-NAPHTHYLAMINE. — Prices 
for beta-naphthylamine are firmly held 
at the recent advance to $1.65@2 per 
pound for the technical grade and $2.50 
@3 per pound for the sublimed. Old 
customers are the only ones being taken 
care of by makers of this commodity 
because of the scarcity of supplies. 

CREOSOTE OIL.—Pressure of de- 
mand is having the effect of keeping 
this market in a state of firmness with 
little prospect of lower prices for some 
time and every possibility of further 
increase in quotations. While the pre- 
vailing quotation for the 25 per cent. 
material is 31@35c. per gallon, there is 
little, if any, of the commodity to be 
had at the inside figure. For the 10@15 
per cent. oil 25@2é6c. per gallon is asked. 

CRESOL.—Strength features this 
market with very little of the material 
to be had for spot business and first 
hands not anxious to quote on futures, 
as the Government is taking great 
quantities of it for war purposes. The 
asking price, which is nominal, is 18@ 
20c. per pound, 

DIMETHYLANILINE. — Better de- 
mand without a corresponding increase 
in available supplies has caused a 
firmer tendency in this market, and 
dimethylaniline on the spot is now held 
at the advanced figures of 59@61c. per 
pound. 

DINITROPHENOL.—There has been 
a further upward movement in the mar- 
ket for dinitrophenol ang prices are now 
60@62c. per pound for material on the 
spot. Demand for this commodity 
shows a better volume and there are 
some good inquiries from foreign 
sources reported. 

DINITROCHLORBENZOL. — This 
market still presents an aspect of dull- 
ness and is without feature worthy of 
comment, with prices slightly lower, the 
Spot material being offereq at 40@42c. 
per pound, 

DINITROTOLUOL.—Supplies of dini- 
trotoluol on the spot, while sufficient to 
care for the demand, which is of heavy 
proportions, are not over large and the 
market shows a steady tone with offers 
made at 55c. per pound. The tendency 
on the part of some holders to advance 
prices has been checked. 

DIPHENYLAMINE. — Improvement 
in the request for diphenylamine has 
had the effect of stiffening quotations 
and spot material is now held more 
firmly at the higher price of $1.00@1.10 
per pound, with business in fair volume 
and some export inquiries in sight. 

META - PHENYLENEDIAMINE.— 
Normal business prevails in this mar- 
ket and supplies are adequate for the 
demand.

PARA-NITROTOLUOL.—Though the 
business being transacted in this mar- 
ket could not be termed large, it is of 
good proportions, and prices for the 
spot material are firmly held at $1.50 
@1.60 per pound, with supplies ade- 
quate, 

PARA-TOLUIDINE.—Principal pro- 
ducers of para-toluidine are practically 
out of the spot market for this article 
and are well sold ahead for over the 
turn of the year, Prices are therefore 
being firmly maintained in the face of 
a good demand and shortage of sup- 
plies at the unchanged level of $2,225 
per pound. 

PARA-PHENELENEDIAMINE.—Of- 
fers of para-phenelenediamine are be- 
ing made at the firm price of $4@5.50 
per pound the price depending upon 
the package desired. 

RESORCIN.—The technical grade of 
resorcin is being sold for $6@7 per 
pound, with business entirely routine 
and without feature. There is a steady 
tone to this market. 

PHENOL.—Increasing strength is 
the feature of the market for phenol, 
and while quotations of 48@50c. per 
gallon are made for the spot material, 
there is little of the commodity to be 
had at the inside figure, the outside 
being the generally prevailing price 
of makers and second hands. Higher 
levels during the coming week are 
looked for by the trade and some are 
predicting that the commodity will 
touch the 55c. level before the week 
has expired. There are few offers be- 
ing made of the spot material, as some 
holders are waiting for the higher 
price levels to materialize before un- 
loading. Producers are not quoting on 
future business either, because of the 
uncertainty which exists as to the 
taking of supplies by the Government. 

MONOCHLORBENZOL.—Reports of 
concessions being made in this market 
continue, but the generally quoted 
price for the spot monochlorbenzol is 
at the same level as that of a week 
ago, which is 22@23c. per pound, with 
business somewhat dull and the mar- 
ket showing an easier feeling. 

NAPHTHA.—tThe solvent variety of 
naphtha rules dull and the market is 
without feature. The spot material is 
to be had at 18@25c. per gallon, while 
the crude is held at 12@16c. per gal- 
lon. Stocks are more than sufficient 
to care for the smal] demand. 

NAPHTHALINE.—The upward ten- 
dency in the market for flake naphtha- 
line has apparently not reached its 
zenith, and prices have advanced to 
9144@9%c. per pound, with the general 
tone of the market strong. The bail 
material is held at the unaltered price 
of 10@10%c, per pound, with business 
in this quality not as active as here- 
tofore. 

ORTHO-TOLUIDINE.—At the re- 
cent decline to 80@85c. per pound the 
market for ortho-toluidine rules fairly 
steady, while there has been no great 
increase in demand and transactions 
are generally small in volume, 

TOLIDIN.—Export demand for tol- 
idin is active, and the market for 
this commodity shows a strong under- 
tone, with business being transacted 
at the unchanged level of $3 per pound 
for spot delivery. Domestic request is 
also good. 

TOLUIDINE —Dullness is still the 
outstanding point in the mark for tol- 
uidine mixture, with buyers continu- 
ing to show their chief interest in the 
para and ortho qualities. Prices ar¢ 
the same as a week ago, being 80@85c. 
per pound on the spot. 

TOLUOL.—The pure water-whilte 
toluol is firmly held at $1.85@2 per gal- 
lon, the figures being entirely nominal, 
as producers are stil] in a stage of un- 
certainty as to the future because of 
the Government's need for this com- 
modity for its munition-making pur- 
poses and for the shipment of sup- 
plies to the Allies. 

ZYLOL.—Small demand is shown in 
the market for zylol, both the pure 
and commercial qualities being rather 
neglected by buyers at this time 
There is an appearance of easiness 1% 
the market, and spot material may be 
had at 35@50c. per gallon for the com- 
mercial quality and 50@60c. for the 
pure zylol. Supplies are rather large. 


CUSTOMS APPRAISERS’ DE- 
CISIONS. 


Peanut Oil. 


The Board of General Appraisers ren- 
dered judgment in favor of the govern- 
ment collector at the port of Seattle, and 
overruled the protest of Geo. S. Bush & 
Co., in the case of peanut oil. Assess- 
ment on excessive quantity was claimed. 
The protestant claimed the oil was not 
weighed correctiy, or not weighed ac- 
cording to scientific methods. However, 
the board overruled the protest on in- 
vestigation of weight, and the weighing 
process used, 


Saccharine. 


The merchandise in this case, was 10 
cases of saccharine, invoiced and con- 
taining 1,103 tins of one pound each, The 
claim of the protestant, was that duty 
had been assessed on an_ excessive 
weight. The protestant A. Klipstein & 
Co., showed that one of the cases con- 
tained only 8 tins of one pound each 
and not 117 as the other cases contained, 
which made the difference in weight that 
the collector at the port of New York 
claimed. The collector claimed that 10 
cases of 117 pounds each made a total of 
1170 pounds, but one case having only 
5d pounds weight, reduced the total to 
the weight invoiced. Judgment was 
therefore rendered in favor of the pro- 
testant by the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, 


Trinitrotoluol. 


The Giant Powder Company, won its 
protest over the decision of the_collector 
of the government at San Francisco 
Cal. In this suit the importer protested 
against the classification of trinitrotolcol 
as a product of coal tar under paragraph 
21, act ef 1913, and subject to duty at 15 
per cent ad valorem, claiming that the 
merchandise should be allowed free entry 
under paragraph 501, same act, as am 
explosive substance ‘‘used for mining, 
blasting, and ariillery purposes.” At the 
trial, the attorney for the government 
admitted the correctness of the importers 
claim, which in accordance with the de- 
cision of the board in G. A. 8057 (T. D. 
$7157), and judgment was rendered in 
favor of the protestant, allowing free 
entry in favor of the merchandise, under 
paragraph 501, act of 1913. 


Oil Cake, Broken. 


The Board of General Apnraisers ren- 
dered judgment in favor of the protest- 
ants, Swayne, Hoyt & Co., and C. Garcia 
Fuentes, against the decision of the col- 
lectors’ decisions at the ports of San 
Francisco, Cal.. and Laredo, Texas, re- 
spectively. The merchandise in these 
cases was oil cake, made from coitonseed, 
and was assessed for duty by the collec- 
tors at 15 per cent. ad valorem, under 
paragraph 385, act of 1913, as a “‘manurac- 
tured article,’ hecause it had been run 
through a machine which had broken 
it up imtvy small pieces. The protestants 
claimed free duty, under paragraph 660, 
same act, as ‘‘oil cake.’’ The — ae 
showed that the commodity is handled, 
sold, bought and imported as “oil cake, 
whether broken or unbroken. tollowing 
the decisions in Abstract 37046 (T. D. 
35000) and G. A, 6805 (T. D. 27178) consid- 
ered controlling in this case, the board 
upheld the claims of the protestants and 
allowed the merchandise free entry, un- 
der paragraph 660, act of 1913. 





Paints and Colors. 


The Board of General Appraisers ren- 
dered judgment in favor of the protest- 
ant, L. A. Consmiller, against the de- 
cision of the collector at the port of 
New York. The merchandise was enamel 
paints or colors assessed at the rate of 
20 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 
17, act of 1913, and held properly dutiable 
by the protestant at 16 per cent., under 
paragraph 63, same act. Following the 
decision of Abstract 38225 (Treas. Dec. 146) 
the paints and colors in question were 
dutiable at 15 per cent., under paragraph 
63, as claimed, and not at 20 per cent., 
under paragraph 17, as classified by the 
collector, The board therefore overruled 
the collector's appraisement and assessed 
the merchandise as claimed by the pro- 
testant. 


Varnish. 


The decision of the collector of the 
government at the port of New York 
was modified by the Board of General 
Appraisers in the case of merchandise, 
shown on the report of the appraiser, 
on the protest of Favor, Ruhl & Co., to 
be varnish. The varnish was assessed 
at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 17, act of 1913, as a 
chemical compound. The merchandise 
in question was shown to be similar to 
that covered by abstract decision 39554 
and the evidence in that case was in- 
corporated and made part of this case. 
The claim was therefore sustained, and 
the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem, un- 
der paragraph 58, was assessed in place 
of 20 per cent. under paragraph 17, act 
of 1913.

Million Dollar Glass Plant in Opera- 


tion First of Year 


Tne Whitney Glass plant at Glassboro, 
N. J., which has been in the course of 
construction for nearly a year, will open 
for business around the first of the com- 
ing year. This plant was built at a 
total cost of nearly $1,000,000 and is about 
the most complete in the country. The 
machines installed are the latest design 
in the Matter of manufacturing, and as 
“a result every department of the big 
plant will work automatically from the 
mixing of the glass to the packing of 
the ware. Everything has been con- 
structed with labor saving ideas in the 
manufacture of glass, and workmen will 
be needed only to keep the machinery in 
order, 
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Saturday Noon, Oct. 27, 1917. 


Little material change occurred in 
the New York market for dye bases 
and dyewoods during the week which 


has just closed. Business was on a 
fairly moderate scale, with prices 
held firmly throughout the list as a 
whole. Quotations have ruled without 
change of levels, with the exception of 
one or two instances, and there is a 
tendency seen in some of the commo- 
dities to advance. A notable instance 
of the latter fact is in the situation 
which has developed in the market for 
cutch, which scored a good advance on 
the development of a renewed demand 
of good proportion, with one sale of 600 
boxes of the commodity reported at the 
higher price. 

Similar strength is seen in the posi- 
tion of prussiate of potash, which con- 
tinues to be in large demand and poor 
supply, while prussiate of soda holds 
firmly at the unchanged levels which 
have prevailed for several weeks past 
for like reasons. Acetate of soda also 
took an upward turn and appears to 
be in a very good position, from the 
point of view of the manufacturers, 
who may be looking for higher prices. 

With regard to the bichromates there 
exists a peculiar situation in that bi- 
chromate of soda shows a softening 
tendency, which caused a decline in 
quotations late in the week when there 
was a slackening in the demand, while 
bichromate of potash is firmly held 
at the previous figures, though there is 
not quite as active a demand. 

More firmness is noticeable in the po- 
sition of soluble of which is experien- 
cing a better demand from consumers, 
and there is, likewise, an improvement 
in the position of albumen, which con- 
tinues to be one of the most scarce ar- 
ticles in this general market. 

ACETATE OF SODA.—This market 
presents a generally firm tone, with 
business in fair volume and supplies of 
the material on the spot insufficient for 
the requests in hand. A further har- 
dening in prices has resulted, therefore, 
and quotations are 12%@13%c. per 
pound. 

ALBUMEN—There are but scant sup- 
plies of egg albumen on the spot, and 
because of the exceedingly careful su- 
pervision now being given to the im- 
portations of this commodity from 
China by the Government spot stocks 
are not being rapidly increased. The 
result is that there is a firm tone to 
the market, with prices tending upward 
and closely held at $1@1.05 per pound. 
The rate of exchange for silver dollars 
in China has also had the effect of 
hardening this market, and there ap- 
pears to be no possibility of lower 
prices for some time to come. Blood 
albumen is so scarce as to be practi- 
cally unquotable. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—None of the 75 
per cent. or of the 47 per cent. test of 
antimony salt is to be had on the spot, 
and quotations for those grades of the 
commodity are nominal where obtain- 
able. For the 65 per cent. article 65c. 
per pound and upward is quoted, but 
supplies on the spot are so scarce that 
business is practically at a standstill, 
though the market retains its strong 
tone. The price quoted for the 65 per 
cent. is an advance to last week’s out- 
side figures. 

BICHROMATES.—There is an easier 
feeling in the market for bichromate of 
soda, due toa slackening in the demand 
and to the possibility of the Govern- 
ment commandeering quantities of this 
commodity for its war needs. Quota- 
tions have slumped slightly and are 
2214%4@24c. per pound, though there have 
been reports of some large business 
having been done at even lower figures. 
As to bichromate of potash, there is a 
better feeling when compared with the 
soda quality. There has been no change 
in that market’s general position and 
the commodity may still he had at 
45@46c. per pound. 

COCHINEAL.—No large demand is 
in evidence for cochineal, and trading 
in this commodity presents a quiet ap- 
pearance, though quotations are nom- 
inally unchanged from a week ago, at 
52@53c, per pound for the silver Ten- 
eriffe and 68@67c. per pound for rosy 
black, while gray black rules at 61@62c. 
per pound. 

CUTCH.—Firmnessg has developed in 
the market for cutch on a renewed de- 
mand of good proportions, which has 
had the effect of practically cleaning 
out the spot market for this material, 
and prices have moved upward accord- 
ingly, being 12%c. and upward per 
pound for the spot article in boxes, 
while no quotations are available for 
future business, and 114%4@12c. for bales. 
An upward tendency is apparent. One 
sale of 600 boxes was reported during 
the week at the spot price quoted. 

DIVI-DIVI.—Routine business only 
is being done in the market for divi- 
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divi and is confined principally to the 
taking of contracts for the regular 
customers’ deliveries, Quotations for 
the spot material are unaltered at $65@ 
70 per ton. 

FUSTIC.—Nothing of feature has oc- 
curred during the week in this market, 
which continues to show a firm tone 
at unaltered prices, which are $50@53 
per ton for spot sticks. The demand 
for sticks is large and there has been 
no material increase in the available 
supplies. Solid fustic extract may be 
had at the unchanged quotation of 25@ 
26c. per pound. 

GAMBIER.—Moderate business’ iS 
being done in this market, with cube 
gambier practically unavailable on the 
spot and nominally unchanged in price 
at 2214c. per pound for the No. 1 ma- 
terial. Common gambier rules at 
15%c. and upward per pound. 

INDIGO.—Considerable activity de- 
veloped in the market for indigo during 
the week and there was a slight stiff- 
ening in some prices, as supplies are 
not too plentiful for the business in 
sight. Bengal indigo may be obtained 
at the increased quotation of $3.95@4 
per pound, while the Oudes variety 
may be had at $3@3.25 per pound. 

LOGWOOD.—Stick logwood rules 
comparatively unchanged as to prices 
and conditions at $37@43 per ton and 
the solid logwood extract may be had 
for 19c. per pound. The 51l-degree 
liquid extract is held at 9@12c. per 
pound, which is slightly lower than a 
week ago, the decline being due to a 
slight increase in available spot sup- 
plies and a falling off in demand. 

MYRABOLANES.—Dullness is shown 
in the market for myrabolanes and the 
situation is without feature of any 
kind. The demand for the commodity 
is small at present and there is a fair 
supply, with quotations about $60 per 
ton and upward, depending upon the 
quality and position of the consumer. 

PHOSPHATE OF SODA.—Fair de- 
mand exists for phosphate of soda, but 
business ig not active, and prices have 
not been materially <zltered, being 
4144@7c. per pound for the spot article. 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH. — The 
heavy export demand for prussiate of 
potash which has been noticeable for 
several weeks is unabated and _ spot 
stocks of the material, both yellow and 
red, are becoming more scarce, with 
the result that an upward tendency is 
apparent in the prices. For the yellow 
prussiate holders are firm in asking 
$1.25@1.30 and for red $2.75@2.85 per 
pound on the spot. There is a good do- 
mestic demand in evidence. 

PRUSSIATE OF SODA.—This mar- 
ket rules very firm, with prices un- 
altered from the previous level of 35@ 
386c. per pound for the spot article. 
Supplies are still scanty, and there is 
a fairly active demand. 

SOLUBLE OIL.—More firmness is 
shown in this market and quotations 
have advanced to 12c. and upward per 
pound for the 50 per cent. oil. This 
is due to a slightly better demand and 
a decrease in available supplies on the 
spot. For the 75@85 per cent. com- 
modity quotations are unchanged at 
18@20c. per pound. 

STARCHES.—Prices for the various 
classifications of starch are without 
change from a week ago and the mar- 
ket continues to present a firm tone 
with scant supplies on the spot. This 
latter condition it is expected will 
shortly be overcome and a lowering in 
prices may be expected, provided no 
unforeseen conditions arise to prevent, 
such as an abnormal price for the in- 
coming corn and so forth. Quotations 
are: Pearl starch in bags, $5.55; in 
barrels, $5.68; Buffalo corn starch in 
bags, $5.73; in barrels, $5.86. Powdered 
starch in bags, $5.70; in barrels, $5.83 
Finishing starch in bags, $5.95. T B. 
starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), 
$6.25; in barrels, $6.52. T. B. starch, 
No. 90, fluidity (machine packed), in 
bags, $6.20; in barrels, $6.37. Above 
prices are per 100 pounds in car lots, 
f. o. b. New York. 

SUMAC.—Light demand exists for 
sumac, but owing to a continued scar- 
city in supplies of the commodity 
prices are being firmly maintained at 
the previously prevailing levels on a 
basis of $90 per ton for the Dicily No. 1 
article. The market is featureless. 

TURMERIC.—Steadiness is notice- 
able in the market for turmeric and 
there is a fairly liberal supply of the 
material on the spot to supply a mod- 
erate but steady demand. For the 
Madras turmeric 8%@9'%c. per pound is 
askeq and the price for the Aleppy 
product is unaltered at nominal figures. 

ZINC DUST.—Offers of zinc dust are 
being made at 1644@17%c. per pound 
for the spot material and business is 
rather slow. The tone of the market 
holds firm, however, as there has been 
no increase in the quantity of zinc 
dust available for prompt shipment.

Saturday Noon, October 27, 1917. 
Strength continues to be apparent 
in the general market for chemicals in 
New York. With the exception of one 
or two instances, price changes have 
not been frequent or of a violent char- 
acter, and the scarcity of spot supplies 


of some commodities has offset a 
slackening in the demand for those 
items. As a whole, there is, however, 


a good and an important demand for 
the general list of chemicals which, 
coupled with a _ sort of “hand-to- 
mouth” production of some of the 
commodities, has had the hardening 
effect which is noticeable. 

The position of caustic soda contin- 
ues to be the chief point of interest to 
the chemical trade generally, and its 
erratic movements are similar to what 
they have been for the last few weeks 
Much of this movement, it is stated, 
is due to various rumors set afloat by 
speculative interests and is being dis- 
regarded largely by manufacturers, 
many of the largest of whom are out 
of the market entirely, their output for 
many months hence having been 
booked. 

Stories to the effect that the United 
States Government had commandeered 
large quantities of caustic soda were 
said by some to be exaggerated, while 
partly true. In regard to this, the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter prints else- 


where in this issue an _ interesting 
story from its Washington’ corre- 
spondent, who states that the Gov- 


ernment has laid claim to 7,000 tons 
and will probably take a total of 50,000 
tons within the next six months, while 
great quantities are needed for the 
war needs of the Italian Government. 

In the following will be found uw 
more comprehensive idea of the posi- 
tion of the principal items of the 
chemical market and a summary of 
the markets at London and Liverpool: 

ACETATE OF LIME.—Manufactu- 
rers of acetate of lime are selling their 
production as soon as it is turned out, 
which is making impossible the accu- 
mulation of spot supplies and gives the 
market a very firm tone with prices 
unchanged at the previously prevail- 
ing level of $6.00@6.05 per 100 pounds. 

ACETATE OF LEAD.—On a con- 
tinued large demand of heavy propor- 
tions the market for acetate of lead 
displays firmness, with prices unal- 
tered from the levels of a week ago. 
There is an unusually large foreign 
business in the market. Quotations 
are 17@17%c. per pound for the white 
crystals and 16%c. for the granulated 
white. Broken brown acetate of lead 
is held at 1554c. per pound. 

ALUM.—On a_ steady demand the 
market for ammonia alum is without 
change from the levels which prevailed 
a week ago, and, while there are fairly 
liberal supplies of the material on the 
spot, the stocks available are not so 
considerable as to be such that there 
will be a weakening in prices for some 
weeks at least. In other words, prices 
are firmly held at the previous levels 
of 41%@5c. per pound for lump, 4%@ 
514c. per pound for the ground, and 
5@5%c. per pound for the powdered 
material. Lump potash alum is firmly 
held at 8@8%c. per pound, with chrome 
ammonia alum at 19%c., and chrome 
potash material at 25c. per pound. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Spot_ supplies 

of aqua ammonia are virtually not to 
be had at any price and quotations, 
therefore, are wholly nominal. Manu- 
facturers are almost entirely confining 
their taking of business to November 
shipments or for deliveries over the 
turn of the year. This situation ap- 
plies to all percentages of the mate- 
rial, and sulphate of ammonia also, 
with the last named held at 7.15@7.30c. 
per pound and extremely hard to ob- 
eC RSENIC.—There has been no quot- 
able change in the market for arsenic, 
the scarcity of spot supplies being a 
factor which is keeping prices at the 
present high level of 16@18c. per pound 
for the white material and of 65@70c. 
per pound for the red. Business is 
fair, with one large holder refusing 
to quote on spot and asking 1lé6c. per 
pound for delivery of white material 
on 1918 contracts. 
BARIUM CHLORIDE.—There is a 
firm tone to the market for barium 
chloride with an _ active demand, 
though prices have not been quotably 
changed from the levels prevailing a 
week ago. For first-class material, 
$90 per ton is quoted, but some barium 
chlorides of a lesser grade may be had 
for as low as $80 per ton. Stocks on 
the spot are about equal to the busi- 
ness being done. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—There 
is a good call from all directions for 
bicarbonate of soda with an equally 
good demand. but the _ uncertainty, 
due to the embargo on this product, 
prevents the quick placing of this busl- 
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ness. Prices are firmly held at 
unaltered figures of 2.50@2.75c. per 
pound, f. o. b. the works, for large 
lots on the spot, and with l5c. added 
for shipment in kegs. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Prices for 
bleaching powder have been estab- 
lished on a more firm basis on a better 
and more active demand than has ex- 
isted for this commodity for several 
months, the usual Fall stiffening in 
this market failing to materialize in 
this market for reasons which have 
seemed to be unfathomable to the 
trade generally. Offers of the material 
are less urgent and quotations are 1% 
@2c, per pound for spot material with 
some sales reported as high as 4%%c. 
per pound for export drums, though 
8c, is the generally prevailing figure 
for foreign shipments. Bids were 
opended on Thursday by the New York 
City Department of Water Supply for 
70,000 pounds of chloride of lime, three 
firms putting in bids for the contract. 
Arnold, Hoffman & Co. bid 1.70c. per 
pound, the Knickerbocker Supply Co., 
1.90c., and Reuben Alerton, 3c. 


BRIMSTONE.—Lack of tonnage to 
move the raw material continues to 
govern the situation in this market 


and there has been no quotable change 
in prices, while business being placed 
is exceedingly small in comparison to 
the demand that exists for the pro- 
duct. Up to the present the Govern- 
ment has shown no inclination to re- 
lease the vessels which are necessary 
to the trade in this commodity and 
prices for brimstone are nominally un- 
changed at $45 per ton for spot brim- 
stone with $30 per ton quoted for new 
brimstone at the mines. 

BLUE VITRIOL. — The strength 
which has been the feature in this 
market continues unabated with prices 
firmly held at a somewhat slightly 
higher level, with the 99 per cent. now 
quoted at 94%@9%c. per pound for 
prompt shipment, while the 90@92 per 
cent. is 9c. per pound. The inside 
price for the 99 per cent. is for domes- 
tic busines in barrels in carload lots, 
while the outside figure is quoted for 
export shipments, also in_ barrels. 
The export business in this commodity 
is very heavy and there is an equally 
heavy demand still in sight. Whether 
or not this latter will be affected by 
the fact that blue vitriol will be placed 
on the Government’s conservation list 
beginning this Monday is problemat- 
ical. While it will tend to bring up 
export shipments of blue vitriol under 
closer scrutiny by the Government, it 
is not believed that there will be any 
appreciable interference with export 
shipments. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—A firmer ten- 
dency is aparent in this market, and 
while one leading producer refuses to 
do business under 85c. per pound for 
the 88@82 per cent. test, the general 
quotation in the open market is 838%@ 
85c. per pound for that grade, with the 
70@75 per cent. caustic potash held at 
63@65c. per pound. There is a better 
demand reported. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Speculation in the 
Market for caustic soda is serving to 
keep the market in an uncertain posi- 
tion with price changes frequent, such 
movements following the setting afloat 
of various rumors by interested per- 
sons, After moving upward early in 
the week, the market reacted on a 
rumor that the government had com- 
mandeered large quantities of the ma- 
terial for war purposes anq near the 
close the feeling was generally easier 
with spot prices ranging from 7.95 up to 
8.25c. per pound, though very little 
business was done at the inside figure. 
All the large makers of caustic soda 
are Out of the market and are booked 
full well over into 1918, a fact which 
should show the underlying strength in 
this market. Very little of the com- 
modity, it is stated, is available for 
spot and that is generally held by sec- 
ond hands and speculators. An inter- 
esting story js printed elsewhere in this 
issue of the Oil, Paint & Drug Reporter, 
from Washington, D. C. It is stated by 
he Washington correspondent that the 
Government has laid claim to some 
10,000 tons of caustic soda and will 
probably commandeer 50,000 tons within 
the next six months, 

CHLORINE GAS (LIQUID).—Onl; 
one bid was received by the Department 
of Water Supply of New York City on 
Thursday for the supplying of the de- 
partment with a total of 108,000 Ibs. of 
liquid chlorine gas and the contract was 
awarded to the bidder at 12.70c per | 
that being the price bid for each of the 
two specifications, which call for the de- 
livery within ninety days of 17,000 Ibs. 
and 91,000 lbs. The contract calls for 
delivery in 100 to 300-lb. containers and 
the material must be 99% per cent. 
pure, The market for liquid chlorine 
gas continues its previous steady tone 
with business normal and prices un- 
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changed at 14@17c. per poung on the 
spot. 
CHLORATE OF POTASH.—With the 


granting by the government of some 
export licenses for chlorate of potash 
there has developed a hardening ten 
dency in the market for chlorate of 
potash and there has been a corre- 
sponding stiffening in prices, which 
have moved up to 55c. per pound. 
Some of the Japanese product may be 


had for 58c. per pound. There is a 
heavy demand in evidence from both 
foreign and domestic sources and one 


sale of 400 kegs for export was made 
during the week. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—Scarcity of 
chlorate of soda is having the effect of 
keeping prices for this commodity 
firmly held at 22%@24c. per pound on 
the spot in the general market, though 
Some producers are supplying old cus- 
tomers only at a quotation of $20 per 
ton. The demand in evidence is largely 
for export, with a fair domestic re- 
quest, 

CHLORIDE OF MAMMONIA.—The 
market for chloride of ammonia or sal 
ammoniac shows a further softening in 
tone, with business rather quiet and 
Offers being made in a freer manner by 
holders, though there is not a pressure 
of offerings. The white lump sal 
ammoniac is quoted at 16%c. per pound 
and the white granulated at 14%@16%c 
per pound, while the gray material may 
be had for 10%c. per pound. 

SALT CAKE.—There is a steady re- 
quest for salt cake, both of the ground 
and unground varieties. Supplies are 
rather plentiful and quotations are un- 
changed at $30@35 per ton for the 
ground or refined glassmakers’ grade 
and $28 per ton for the unground, The 
tone is steady. 


SALTPETER.—Quietness rules gen- 


erally in the dealings in the market 
for saltpeter, with prices and condi- 
tions about unchanged from those of 
a week ago. Quotations are 28c. per 


pound for the granulated material and 
28loc. per pound for the powdered. The 
crystals are offered at 32@33c. per 
pound and there is a fair demand for 
all three varieties of the commodity, 
with the market showing a firm tone. 
SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—De- 
mand for sulphate of alumina, while 
not large, is of fair proportions, and 
supplies of the spot article are not 
plentiful. Quotations have not been 
quotably altered and are 2@2%c, per 
pound for the commercial grade and 
24%@4c. per pound for the iron free 
material. Producers report a good 
volume of business for over the turn 
of the year in the market. 
SULPHATE OF ZINC.—Supplies of 
sulphate of zine on the spot have not 
been increased sufficiently to overcome 


the recently prevailing scarcity for 
that commodity, and prices for the 
article are firmly held at the pre- 


viously prevailing level of 544@6c. per 
pound with some producers refusing to 
quote on the spot at all and reporting 


a good booking for over the turn of 
the year. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—For the 
concentrated 60 per cent. sulphide of 
soda on the spot, prices are entirely 
nominal with practically none of the 
material to be had. Producers and 


second-hands are quoting almost solely 
for November and December ship- 
ments, which are firmly held at 4@ 
44%4,c. per pound. There has been no 
let-up in the urgent demand, which is 
on large proportions, The 80 per cent. 
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crystals are offered at 3%@4c. per 
pound, while the 30 per cent. erystals 
may be had at 3c. per pound. 

SODA ASH.—This market reflects 
almost wholly the uncertainty existing 
in the market for caustic soda, and its 
movements are governed largely by 
the latter. Strength early in the week 
was succeeded by a softening in prices 


and the market generally presents a 
sluggish appearance with a nominal 
price of 3@3%4c. per pound for spot 
while a few odd lots haye been re- 


ported sold as low as 2.90c, per pound 
for the light 58 per cent, material, The 


dense 58 per cent. is unchanged and 
searce at 4e. per pound, all figures 
being for shipment in bags.

ACETIC.—Business in this market 


shows more quietness than heretofore 
and prices are less firmly held at 
somewhat lower levels. The glacial 99 
per cent. acid is quoted at 35@37c. per 
pound for resale lots, while first hands 


are asking 40@50c. per pound, The 


80 per cent, commercial is offered at 
21%@23c., and the 70 per cent, at 14% 
@lic. per pound. Prices for the 56 
per cent. are 11@11%c. and for the 28 
per cent. test 6@7c. per pound. 

AQUA FORTIS.—Heavy export re- 


quests for aqua fortis acid are reported 
still in the market and the domestic 
demand is also of fairly large propor- 
tions, giving the market a very firm 
tone with prices unaltered at 8%@9c. 
per pound for the 40-degree acid and 
9c. for the 42-degree material on the 
spot, both being prices for carboys. 
BATTERY.—The heavy demand for 
sulphuric acid is being felt in the 
market for battery material and there 
are scant supplies to be had on the 
spot, with the result that this market 
presents a very firm aspect and prices 
are unchanged at 2@2%%4c. per pound 
for the 66-degree sulphuric mixture. 
LACTIC.—While there has been no 
quotable change in the prices for lactic 
acid the good demand for the com- 
modity continues from all directions 
and the 22 per cent. dark acid is being 
firmly held at 5\4c. per pound, with the 
dark 22 per cent. test commanding 
64c. per pound. For the 44 per cent. 
holders are asking 16c. per pound. 
MURIATIC. — Foreign demand for 
muriatic acid is heavy and the request 
from domestic sources is also in large 
volume with the result that the 
strength in this market continues 
though prices have not been materially 


altered and are ruling at 1@1'%c. per 
pound for the 18-degree test, 2@2\4c. 
for the 20-degree and 2%@2%c. per 


pound for the 22-degree acid. 

NITRIC.—The heavy demand from 
both foreign and domestic sources for 
nitric acid, which is in urgent need by 
makers of picric acid for war purposes, 
continues and the market presents a 
wholly nominal position as regards 
prices. Available supplies on the spot 
are very scant, and future business is 
not being taken to any large degree. 
Quotations which are nominally un- 
changed, are 914@10'%4c. per pound for 
the 42-degree in carboys, and 9@10c. 
per pound for the 40-degree test. 


OLEUM.—The heavy request for 
oleum that has been in evidence for 
many weeks is unabated, and the 


stocks of this acid on the spot have 
not been increased, sufficiently to care 
for the demand, giving the market a 
very firm tone. Prices remain without 











quotable alteration at 3@3%c. per 
pound for tank cars. 
OXALIC.—The softening tendency 


noticeable in this market a week ago 
has continued, and the position 
oxalic acid is easier, with prices slight- 
ly lower for the domestic article, 
which is now offered at 44@46c. pes 
pound. The slump may be attributed 
to heavier production and lessening in 
the demand. As to the imported 
alic, it may be stated that there is but 
small business in that article and 
prices are slightly lower than the in 
side figure for the domestic acid.

PICRIC.—Virtually no business is 
being done in picric acid, either on 
the spot or for the future, as the en- 
tire production of the commodity in 


this country has been practically con- 
tracted for for manv months ahead for 
war purposes almost solely. Where 
quotations can be obtained, and they 
are as hard to get as the actual] com- 
modity, the figures are nominal en- 
tirely, and it is doubtful if any acid 
could be obtained at any figure. 

MIXED.—Dulliness rules in the mar- 
ket for mixed acid, and the situation 
is without feature. For the United 
States Government standard acid quo- 
tations have not been altered and are 
7%@8c, per pound. The tone is steady. 

SALICYLIC. — More firmness is 
shown in the market for salicylic acid, 
due to the limited supplies available 
for spot business and to the entry into 
the market of considerable busines; 
for export. Prices have advanced ac- 
cordingly and the spot material is now 
offered at $1.80@1.35 per pound, with 
very little material to be had at the 
inside figure. 

SULPHURIC.—No let-up is in sigit 
as yet in the urgent requests for sul- 
phuric acid, which are still piling in 
from all directions, but manufacturers 
are making little or no attempt to také 
additional business, many being well 
booked up for over the turn of the 
year and entirely out of the spot mar- 
ket.

Price changes throughout the list 
during the past week in the fertilizer 
market were hardly worth while men- 
tioning. A few grades were lowered 
slightly, but in all the reaction was 
not sufficient to bring about any im- 
portant dealings. Trade demand con- 
tinues on a routine scale, and the gen- 
eral idea seems to be to buy simply 
as requirements make it necessary. 
The impression is that prices are too 
high to permit any carrying of surplus 
supplies at this time for future use. 
There is naturally the belief that 
sooner or later some decided change 


must take place in the political 
situation, and by sentiment alone 
a readjustment of values will follow, 
this being toward lower levels. For 
the past few weeks prices have been 
backing and filling, indicating no de- 
cided trend. This has also left the 
trade in a decidedly unsettled posi- 
tion as to the course of values in the 
immediate future. Among the rank 
and file of trade interests there is ex- 
pressed the idea that a stronger tone 
will soon be in evidence, this being 
based principally on the rapid gains 
taking place in the prices of raw ma- 
terials and the constant upturn fol- 
lowing in all producing costs. How- 
ever, this feeling is not at all gen- 
eral. Some of the larger handlers do 
not believe that any further impor- 
tant gains will be likely to occur dur- 
ing the next few months. The points 
brought out by the believers in higher 
prices are readily admitted, but the 
feeling is that they have been entirely 
discounted and should not enter into 
the establishment of prices for the fu- 
ture, 

One of the principal fertilizer com- 
modities to experience a small set- 
back was sulphate of ammonia. Sell- 
ers at the close were willing to do 
business for prompt deilvery at from 
$7 to $7.10 per 100 pounds, which was 
slightly below the closing level of a 
week ago. The production here is 
just as large as ever, in fact, the man- 
ufacturers are doing everything to 
maintain a large output, for they are 
in need of supplies for deliveries on 
contract. However, the export situa- 
tion is against the trade at large. 
There are hardly any ships available, 
and each week seems to see a reduc- 
tion in vessels used for this carrying 
trade. Foreign interests are in need 
of supplies; in fact, will take all they 
can get, but apparently the transport- 
ation problem cannot be overcome 
and the prospects are that supplies 
will accumulate here with this great 
source of demand cut off. 

Fish scrap is in a stronger position 
than ever, and prices, while un- 
changed, were maintained in a decid- 
edly firm fashion, leading dealers re- 
fusing to offer concessions of note. 
The news from the fishing centers con- 
tinues bullish. The government has at 
last taken over all the available boats 
used for fishing operations in Chesa- 
peake Bay and the industry is at an 
end for this season at least. On top of 
this the reports of fishing operations 
in North Carolina are discouraging, It 
is now claimed that the season was 
the poorest in fifteen years, and that 
almost continued heavy storms, added 
to the great difficulty in obtaining a 
eatch of menhaden of any account. 
Announcement of a further curtail- 
ment of trade by the leading South- 
ern fish factories is expected at any 
moment in view of the these new con- 
ditions. 

A little easier trend developed in the 
blood and tankage qualities at the 
West. The stock has not increased to 
any material extent, according to the 
advices coming through, but the de- 
mand is extremely quiet, and any fair 
offerings simply result in a depression. 
The decline offsets the small gains 
made in these values a week ago. 
Prices on the spot in the local market 
were unchanged. Acid phosphates 
were also reduced slightly, but all 
grades of bone phosphates were in a 
firm position. As in other commodi- 
ties, the trade was of no importance. 
Potashes are receiving but slight at- 
tention. There is no supply here on 
which to base a market quotation of 
value, and what little business is pos- 
sible is mainly on private terms, 

A cable dispatch from Portugal 
stated that a provisional contract has 
been approved by the government for 
the lease of a State-owned factory at 
Santa Iria. Southeast of Almemetjo, 
for the manufacture of chemical ma- 
nures. ‘The State is to lease the fac- 
tory for a period of ten years. At 
least 15,000 metric tons of superphos- 
phate of lime must be turned out an- 
nually, but the company may also

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD.—The market situa- 
tion the past week diq not display much 
change, The tone was more or less 
irregular and the trade demand light 
3uying continued along routine lines 
and the amount taken is simply suffi- 
cient to cover nearby needs. Asking 
prices at the close averaged from $6.25 
to $640 per 100 pounds for dried blood, 
12@13 per cent. ammonia, f. 0. b. New 
York. Tankage was quoted on the 
same basis. The markets at the West 
were in a somewhat easier position, 
probably due mainly to a little larger 
supply coming forward. All reports re- 
ceived told of a rather quiet inquiry. 
The reactions from time to time are 
without much influence, for the simple 
reason that the reduction is smal] and 
before long a recovery has taken place. 
There is apparently no question but 
what the high prices now prevailing, 
which are at about record levels, go a 
long way toward reducing consumption. 

FISH SCRAP.—This constitutes one 
of the strongest commodities on the list, 
and the general run of quotations is 
about the best known in recent years. 
Asking prices at the close for fish scrap, 
dried, 11 per cent. ammonia and 14 per 
cent. bone phosphate, f. o, b. delivered 
3altimore, were quoted on the basis of 
$6.65 and 10 per unit of ammonia. It 
Was understood that the government 
has taken over all the remaining fishing 
boats operating in Chesapeake Bay for 
service, and this naturally means the 
end of the industry, for the balance of 
the season at least. Reports from 
North Carolina stated that the fishing 
season this year was the poorest in 
fifteen years, with continueq heavy 
storms preventing any catch of impor- 
tance. The spot stocks of fish scrap are 
low, and the impression is that very 
strong markets will feature the trade 
this winter. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The general 
market was irregular during the past 
week. Moderate reselling was again a 
factor, and this served to upset the 
trade somewhat. This selling was 
heard of down to $4.65 per 100 pounds 
and business was done from that figure 
to $4.75 per 100 pounds. The spot mar- 
ket quotations at the close for nitrate 
of soda averaged from $4.85 to $4.90 per 
100 pounds, with future from $4.80 to 
$490. As a matter of fact there is not 
thought to be much surplus stock here. 
especially in view of present prices, and 
it is likely that this stock will soon be 
absorbed. Most of the large interests 
here are making deliveries on contract. 
and it is apparent that none desire to 
carry any large supply at the present 
level of values. The situation at pri- 
mary centers does not display much 
change. It is simply a question of ships 
and the ability of producers to move 
goods through to this country. Just 
now steamers are decidedly scarce and 
the freight rates the highest in years 
The advices from London state:— 

A further advance has taken place in 
nitrate of soda, the prices quoted being now 
£27 per ton for ordinary and £28 for re- 
fined, and the supply smaller than ever, 
apart from that which is required by the 
government. For wholesale use as a fer- 
tilizer, nitrate is now out of the question, 
although possibly it can still be used in 
small quantities by makers of the various 
greenhouse fertilizers, which are sold in tins 
and packets to the gardening public. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — The 
market turned irregular during the past 
week, and concessions were available 
for spot goods. Quotations averaged 
from $7 to $7.10 for sulphate of am- 
monia for prompt delivery, compared 
with the ruling quotations a week ago 
of $7.15 to $7.25 per 100 pounds. Fu- 
tures, however, were unchanged from 
the previous market report. being quot- 
ed on the basis of $7.15@7.25 per 100 
pounds. The change in sentiment was 
attributed entirely to the fact that ship- 
ments for export are almost impossible. 
There is a decided lack of steamers, and 
the freight rates are so high that this 
alone would be almost sufficient to stop 
important dealings. There is a good 
foreign demand, however, and undoubt- 
edly interests abroad are in urgent need 
of supplies. In the meanwhile the pro- 
duction here continues along liberal 
lines, but leading manufacturers re- 
quire a large output to take care of all 
contracts. A London comment says:— 


The price in Chile has risen to 15s. ¢d. per 
quintal, or nearly twice the pre-war aver- 
uge. A steady trade is being carried on In 
sulphate of ammonia and what between 


this and the military requirements there is 
not much available for the export trade. It 
is, however, expected that some few licenses 
for shipment wil! be issued shortly, and 
probably the price will be about £24 per ton, 
Very high prices are reported from America, 
equal here to about £32 10s. per ton. 
Freights are meanwhile very extravagant, 
and even if we had the sulphate disposable 
with which to take advantage of this tre- 
mendous price it would be difficult to do 
very much business.

view is that the demand for mixtures next sea- 
son will continue to be large, the returns on 
farm products of all kinds being sufficiently 
high to encourage cultivation of the soil. If 
the necessities of this country and of others 
in the way of foodstuffs are to be met, every 
possible encouragement must be given to the 
farmers, which means that they must have 
fertilizers not only in liberal quantities but 
sufficiently cheap to make farm operations 
profitable. With the aid of the government 
the problems thus raised are certain to be met 
more adequately than if a solution were a: 
tempted by the members of the trade individ- 
ually. The business in mixtures is expected to 
continue quiet for the present, as this is the 
period between seasons and little is expected 
for the present unti] the needs of the new 
season begin to assert themselves. The manu- 
facturers, however, anticipate that the season 
will open considerably earlier than _ before, 
starting perhaps in December, instead of being 
deferred to January or even later. Only in 
this way, it is pointed out, can there be a 
reasonable assurance that the wants of the 
consumers can be taken care of. With the 
price list of mixtures for next season out, the 
trade can proceed to adjust itself to condi- 
tions and will not continue in that state of 
uncertainty which has imposed great caution 
until now, 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from down the bay 
as to the state of the menhaden fishing do not 
differ from those that have been received dur- 
ing the greater part of the current season. 
The catch does not improve, weather condi- 
tions being unfavorable during a considerable 
portion of the time, and the period of the 
year is now at hand when the operations in 
the bay are necessarily suspended or near the 
because of the fact that the fish seek 
waters. Into these outside waters most 
of the fleet cannot follow, the boats being of 
small size, so that considerable additions to 
the volume of fish scrap in the next month 
are not to be expected, The fish factories have 
cleaned up their stocks and there is very little 
scrap to be actually disposed of. The quota- 
tions remain firm around $6.50 and 10 down 
the bay, the figure that has prevailed. This is 
materially above the price of other animal 
ammoniates, but the firm adherence of users 
of fish brands to such mixtures serves to keep 
the market for serap firm. The buyers of such 
mixtures insist upon having been and refuse 
to take substitutes, being entirely willing to 
pay the higher price, which insures to the fish

NITRATE OF SODA.—The quotations on 
nitrate of soda remain at $5, though, according 
to reports, resales are being made somewhat 
under thig figure, The importers, however, are 
very firm in their ideas of value, and the re- 
duction in the available tonnage, together with 
other difficulties of bringing in supplies, sug- 
gest that prices will remain firm or even go 
higher. The exceptional requirements in the 
way of nitrates insure a prompt absorption of 
the shipments-received. It is a fact that entire 


we eS go to uses outside of the fertilizer 
rade. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Reports are 
current here that sulphate of ammonia has 


been sold at second and third hand at $6.90@7. 
As for first-hand offers, there are none, the 
price for the entire output of the country be- 
ing fixed elsewhere and the trade here being 
without quotations. So far the production has 
not attained proportions that might suggest in- 
dependence jin normal times from foreign 
stocks, Of course, at present none are im- 
ported, for the simple reason that such ship- 
ments are under prohibition in producing coun- 
tries, 

BONE.—The market for bone continues to 
show marked quiet, with the movement lim- 
ited, but with the holders of stocks unwilling 
to make material concessions. They take the 
view that in the face of the demand for am- 
moniates which is to be confidently expected 
there is likely to be a shortage rather than 
an excess, and such being the case bone is 
certain to command attractive prices, there 
being no way in which the offerings could be 
greatly increased. The quotations, therefore, 
are held at $40 for 4% and 50 ground raw bone 
and at $32 for 3 and 50 ground steamed bone. 


CHICAGO. 


Chicago, Ill., Oct. 26, 1917. 


The animal ammoniate market here was un- 
usually quiet during the past week, while the 
market in bones of all sorts and hoofs wit- 
nessed a general readjustment of prices with 
a fairly strong downward tendency, Pending 
final action by the federal food administration 
and other governmental agencies on packing 
house by-products, buyers are reluctant to 
stock up, and as a result only an insignificant 
amount of trading is reported. Sellers also 
seem to be playing a waiting game. 

While steamed bones, both ground and un- 
ground, gained $1 to $2 per ton, ordinary bones 
lost similar amounts, The scarcity of labor is 
having a marked effect on the market of all 
packing house by-products. This situation was 
made worse today by the roport that workmen 
of all classes at the Union Stockyards here 
would unite in a general demand, for increased 
wages in the very near future. Although it is 
generally felt that the shortage of labor fs re- 
sponsible for practically all of the additional 
cost of all commodities nowadays, this is es- 
pecially true of the fertilizers, the manufac- 
turers of which report that it is extremely dif- 
ficult to obtain labor for this department, due 
to the fact the more congenial occupations are 
attracting workmen who formerly filled the 
fertilizer plants. 

The readjustment of prices during the last 
week, however, did not affect blood or tankage, 
both of which are in strong demand and very 
scarce supply. Small sales of blood were re- 
ported recently at $6.05 per unit of ammonia. 
Later sales were reported at $6.10 per unit of 
ammonia for prompt delivery and an additional 
5 cents per unit of ammonia for each month 
of deferred delivery. 

The tankage market is pretty well cleaned 
up. In fact, just now there are practically no 
offerings with the exception of a 50-ton lot 
here and there. In view of the marked short- 
age of ammoniates, it is not felt by the local 


trade that any action the government may 
take as regards supplies will result in lower 
prices. 


HIGH GRADE GROUND BLOOD.—With the 
market almost bare and demand strong, this 
was quoted at $6.10 per unit of ammonia for 
immediate shipment, $6.15 for November ship- 
ment and 5 cents additional for each deferred 
month, f. 0. b. Chicago.

few and far between, though the demand is 
strong. It is quoted at $5.90@5.95 per unit of 


ammonia, f. 0. b. Chicago, and 10 cents per 
unit of b, p. 1.
